Action Was Threatened. 

The action taken by the grand jury was 
threatened a week ago by Charles Munroe, 
the aggressive manager of the Economy ccom- 


pany. He has been in office just two months. 


The threat made by him illustrated the pow- 
erful and farreaching influence of the corpe- 
ration, backed as it is by the most powertel 
politicians if Will county. 

It had been threetened by the influence 
back of the corporation which is peeking to 


uses that certain officials of the sanitary dis- 
trict would be indicted. The failure to indict 
them is supposed to have been due to the 
premature disclosure of the plan. 

The grand jury returned its report at 1 
o'clock yesterday morning te Judge O. A. 
Marshall, 

Resolution of Grand Jury. 

The resolution relating to the sanitary dis- 
trict sets forth: 

“The statutes of the state of Illinois require 
the sanitary district of Chicago to maintain 
a constant flow of water through the channel 
constructed and now being operated by them, 
to dilute the sewage drained into the said 
channel! and to safeguard the lives and health 
of the city of Joliet and the valley through 
which the channel is established.’’ 

The resolution continues that the manu- 
facturing enterprises of Will county, com- 


‘mercial affairs, and the conduct of private 


and municipal enterprises are dependent 
upon the provisions of the law and rely upon 
its Just enforcement. Included in these en- 
terprises, as cited in the resolution, and 
every one of which is supplied with electric 
power by the Economy Light and Power 
company, from water power generated Sy 
the sanitary canal, and for which, as has 
been stated. it pays the state practically 
nothing, are the following: 

Chicago and Joliet Electric railway in the city 
of Joliet.

* Notwithstanding these great considera- 
tions of life, health, and business prosperity,” 
the resolution continues, “‘and in flagrant 
violation of the law of the land, the sanitary 
district has defiantly refused and now refuses 
to perform its plain and lawful duty, there

“ Resolved, That we ask the state's attor- 
ney of Will county to present the evidence of 
the misdeeds of said sanitary district’ pro- 
cured by ue to the aitorney general of the 
state of Illinois, and be fit further 

“ Resolved, That we ask the attorney gen- 
eral to proceed in an action to enforce com- 
pliance with the Jaw on the part of the gan- 
itary dfstrict or alithorize the state's attorney 
of Will county to prosecute such an action in 
this jurisdiction in order that the rights of 
the people of Will county may be conserved 
and that public justice may be secured.”

Washington, D. C., March 16.—[Special.)— 
For the first time in history a warship will 
ascend the Qhie river as far as Evansville,

Forbidden to Play with Friend, Life 
Loses Charm for 10 Year Old. 


St. Louis, Mo., March 16.—[Special. }—Be- 
cause their mothers had forbidden them te 
play together, two little schoolgirl chums 
agreed to end their lives together, and one 
of them carried out her part of the compact. 
The story was brought out today at the in- 
quest over the body of 10 year old Liebling 
Slocumb, who killed herself by swallowing 
carbolic acid.

One Girl’s Courage Fails. . 

Late last night Liebling Slocumb was 
found dead in her bed at home, 1389 
Granville place. Little Gertrude’s cour- 
age failed her at the last moment and her 
mother saved her. She told her mother she 
wanted to die, but said nothing of the suicide 
compact or of little Liebling'’s part init. «+ 

“On Wednesday, when Liebling and I were 
in the music class together,”’ Gertrude added, 
“she pagse@ me a note. It sald: ‘ Don't tell 
any one, for I shall soon be dead and it will 
be all over. LIlove you, and I will kill myself 
all over you.’ I met her at noon during the 
lunch hour. She begged me to come with her 
to the basement of the school. She said we 
will kill ourselves there. I cried and told 
her not to be saying anything like that and 
begged her not to talk of dying. She kept say- 
ing that she was going to kill herself and that 
no one could stap her.”’ 

Goes Quietly About Death. 

Mary Bass, a domestic at the Slocumb 
home, told the coroner that when Liebling 
came home yesterday the child told her she 
was going to commit suicide. The servant 
patted the pale cheek of the child and told 
her she mustn’t talk that way-—that it was 
wicked. 

Liebling went tearlessly up the stairs to 
the little hall bedroom that was hers and 
swallowed the acid. It burned so that she 
could not help screaming, and the negress 
rushed into the room to find the child in 
agony. She died before a physician could 
reach her. 

The druggist who sold the acid has been ar- 


rested.

Chesney estate, on which the proposed ball 
park is located. William A. |McCarthy, a 
saloonkeeper at Sixty-first street and Cottage 
Grove avenue, showed up as an ally of *‘ The 
Cap,’ and, metaphorically speaking, shook 
his fist at the opponents of the ball park. 

McCarthy was called to order repeatedly 
by Chairman J. O. Trautwein and finally was 
declared ineligible to participate in the de- 
bate. Many'of those present said they were 
in favor of baseball, but they didn’t want it in 
theirown yards. Charles T. Haas, Sixty-first 
street and Rhodes avenue, recaled that he 
had played ball with Anson in 1881.

BY GARDENING VACANT LOTS. 


Civic Enthusiasts Organize Association 
to Make Unsightly Ground Into 
Beauty Spots for the Poor. 


Pians to beautify the city through the care 
of vacant lots were begun last night, when 
100 persons interested in Chicago as a “‘ City 
Beautiful ’’ met.lat the Washington restau- 
rant, Wabash avenue and Adams street, 
ani formed the Chicago Vacant Lots as- 
sociation. 

The plan was promoted by Miss Katherine 
Kennard. She is being assisted by Judge 
Mack, Mrs. E. O. Brown, Larned F. 
Meacham, W. Charles Tanner, J. D. Miller, 
and Father O'Callahan of the Paulist 
Fathers. It is the intention to obtain from 
the owners of vacant lots the permission to 
turn them into garden plots for the poor. If 
the owner of such a lot is not willing to make 
this use of his property he will be asked to 
at least keep it clear of tin cans and weeds. 
‘ Planters "’ will each be allotted a half acre. 
They may erect a temporary building from 
which to care for the lot or may obtain an 
area near their residences. 

President Emil W. Ritter of the board of 
education was one of the speakers. He urged 
the adoption of a plan whereby uhsightly 
vacant lots could be kept clean. He was 
followed by Miss Margaret Haley, who also 
favored the project. 

Prof. Nathaniel Butler of the University 
of Chicago urged the garden idea in prefer- 
ence to the mere cleanliness of vacant lots, 
and thought but few owners of properties 
would object to a beauty spot instead of an 
acre of tin cans. Mrs. Laura Dainty Pelham 
of Hull house also spoke.

Private Hamilton the Hero. 

But the hero of the street is Private Georgr 
Hamilton of Gettysburg, Five Forks, anf 
Chancellorsville. He is the only man known 
along Butler street who fought in the war; 
he gave the boys the flag they carry on W4sh- 
ington’s birthday, Decoration day, and thie 
Fourth of July. He tells them stories of bat- 
tle and hardship, and the gang stands by 
him to @ man. 

“Mr. Hamilton,” said “ Strawberries 
Hanson yesterday, “was through the civil 
war and he’s ashamed of his kid, and we're 
ashamed of him.” 

That was the sentiment in the gang. Pri- 

vate Hamilton believes in the flag and so does 
“de gang.”” The flag is the bond of sympa- 
thy. 
So yesterday morning when the members 
of “de gang” read in the “ poiper’’ that 
Private Hamilton had been having more 
trouble with Raymond they met on McDon- 
ald’s fence and talked matters over.

All Passengers Escape Uninjured,

A south bound Metropolitan Elevated train 
of the Humboldt park line crashed into the 
rear end of a South Side elevated train at 
Fifth avenue and Monroe streets yesterday 
afternoon a few minutes before 8 o'clock. 
Although the trains came together with suf- 
ficient force to shatter the vestibules of two 
cars and hurl the rear car of the south side 
train from the track, only three people were 
hurt and none seriously. 


The Injured. 
TOBACK, BR. D., 515 Medill avenue, motorman of 

Metropolitan train; cut about head and face. 
PEHO, CHARLES, 941 Kimball avenue, South 

Side train guard; bruised on side. 

O'TOOLE, JAMES, Ueutenant Central police sta- 
tion; cut by a shower of glass. 

There were twenty-five passengers in the 
rear car of the-south side train. While some 
were thrown to the floor by the force of the 
impact, none was hurt. 
panic was quickly quelled by cooler heads. 
Passengers were assisted to the narrow 
path between the tracks, on which they 
walked to the Quincy street station. ‘ 

An alarm of fire was sent in, and firemen of 
truck No. 6 placed ladders to the tracks. 
But the passengers had all gained the station, 
and further assistance was unnecessary. 

Trafic on the west side of the loop and for 
the Metropolitan and south side lines was 
completely tied up for two hours. 


Almost Falls to Street. 


A second accident was narrowly averted a 
few minutes after workmen started to restore 
the south side car to the track. Working 
with jacks, the car got beyond their control 
and almost slipped over into Fifth avenue. 
It was caught when the car was hanging 
several feet over the street. 

Toback, motorman of the Metropolitan 
train, said the accident was caused by the 
sudden stop of the south side train, which 
he was following. He said he wag running 
fifteen feet behind the other train. When it 
came toa standstill without warning he could 
not stop his own train. 


Says He Ran Slowly. 


8. Collins, 7122 Aberdeen street, motorman 
of the south bound train, told the police he 
was compelled to stop his train because of a 
block in the loop at Yan Buren street and 
Fifth avenue. He said he had been running 
slowly for several blocks, 

Lieut. O'Toole was directly under the scene 
of the accident when the crash came, -nd 
was caught in the sh@ewer of glass and dé- 
bris. He was only slightly hurt, and at once 
went to the assistance of passengers. 

While the two trains came together with 
sufficient foree to shatter two vestibules, 
only one window was broken besides those iu 
the front and rear of the two that came 
together. Peho, who was in the rear of the 
south bound train, was only slightly bruised.

BURIED AS WIDOW WEDS 


DESERTED HUSBAND, A SUICIDE, 
PLACED IN HIS GRAVE. 


Spouse and Handsome Boarder Insist 
on Wedding Despite Funeral of 
Which They Were Cause—Frank 
Mishka, Who Ended Life Because 
His Home Was Wrecked, Considers 
Mate’s Happiness to the End, Re- 
fusing to Testify Against Her. 


Theresa Mishka and Demrich Dubac were 
married yesterday morning in Municipal 
Judge Petit’s court in the Warren avenue 
police station almost at the moment that 
Frank Mishka, the bride's dead husband, was 
being buried in the National Bohemian ceme- 
tery. 

Mishka killed himself in his wife’s presence 
on Wednesday as the result of her desertion 
with young Dubac, who was a boarder in the 
Mishka residence, 1883 Lawndale avenue. 
He had found his wife, after months of 
search, living with Dubac. She had refused 
to return to him. 

Standing out against the faithlessness of 
the woman and the treachery of the man is 
the faithful heart of the dead husband. 


Handsome Boarder the Cause. , 


Mishka, who was a tailor, so poor he juat 

escaped burial im the potter’s field, lived hap- 
pily with his wife and child for many years 
until Dubac came. Mrs. Mishka was weary 
of work. Dubac was young and handsome. 

As the weeks passed the routine of the 
household became disturbed by the actions 
of Mrs. Mishka and her boarder. Mishka 
spent many evenings alone with his little 
girl. It finally became plain. to this man that 
his home was threatened. 

One morning—it was months ago—while 
Mishka was in this uncertain mood, he arose 
to find the house empty and his wife and the 
boarder gone. 

Then the search began. Mishka practical- 
ly gave up his work while he roamed the 
streets of the district and sought every clew 
that came to him of his erring wife's shel- 
ter. The police were brought In. Finally 
the pair were discovered living in a house at 
Ogden avenue and Taylor street. 

Dubac and Mrs. Mishka were arrested. 
The husband's revenge seemed at hand. 
Last Saturday the case was called in court. 
Mishka refused to prosecute his wife or to 
give any evidence that might do her harm. 
It was 2 singular situation, and the case was 
put over until Tuesday so that the police 
might get evidence. 

In the meantime Mishka visited his wife in 
jail and told her he would forgive her if she 
would come back. The woman refused. 


Kills Himself Before Wife. 

Last Tuesday, just before the case was to 
be placed on trial again, Mishka sent for his 
wife to come to the house to see their daugh- 
ter a moment. 

Mrs. Mishka went. Misha stood with one 
arm around his little daughter. He begged 
his wife to come back. She told him she 
would not. Mishka placed a revolver to his 
head and shot. He fell dead in front of his 
wife end daughtef. 

The case was continued on account of the 
suicide and a subscription was raised to 
bury Mishka. Yesterday morning, when 
the case was called again, Mrs. Mishka and 
Dubac appeared and said they wanted to get 
married, The judge reminded them that at 
that hour Mishka was being buried. They 
would not listen. They produced a marriage 
license and insisted on being married.

JEROME ON STAND 


Resumption of Thaw Trial 
Expected to Bring New 
Batch of Sensations. 


HUMMEL PIVOT OF FIGHT. 


His Affidavit Likely to Be Ac- 
cepted as Evidence; Defense 
Plans to Discredit Him. 


New York. March 16.—[Special.]—When 
the trial of Harry Thaw continues on Mon- 
day the Hummel affidavit, which was pre- 
sented for admission yesterday, will again 
be offered in evidence by District Attorney 
Jerome, and from Judge Fitzgerald's rulings 
of yesterday it appears likely it will be ad- 
mitted. 

If its admission is gained the lawyers for 
defense, in their sur-rebuttal will make an 
effort to offset its effect. Their plans are laid 
to contradict more fully the story told by 
Abe Hummel on the stand yesterday, which, 
if it ig believed by the jury, might hurt the 
effect of the testimony of Evelyn Thaw, the 
defendant's wife. Hummel’s testimony, con- 
tradicting as it did Evelyn Thaw’s testimony 
about her betrayal by Stanford White, and 
the affidavit itself, in case of its admission, 
would throw grave doubt on the question 
whether Evelyn Thaw told her husband in 
France the story she repeated on the stand. 
The fact remains, however, that Hummel, 
who gave the testimony and drew up the 
affidavit, is under conviction for conspiracy 
in connection with the Dodge-Morse divorce 
suit and also under indictment for suborna- 
tion of perjury In the same case, and has been 
disbarred for bribing a justice of the peace. 


May Put Jerome on Stand. 


The defense, however, will scarcely allow 
his testimony and affidavit to go without 
contradiction. In the first place, it is said, 
Mr. Jerome himself may be called to the 
stand The plan has been to swear Mr. 
Jerome and compel him to testify as to the 
character of his own witness and the efforts 
he has made to bring Hummel to juste. 
Whether, after the cross examination which 
he put the little lawyer through yesterday, 
Mr. Delmas wil! consider Mr. Jerome's teati- 
mony necessary to his case Is a question. 

It was a matter of some doubt today as to 
whether or no Mr. Jerome would present 
to the court further evidence in corroboration 
of the testimony given by Hummel. The 
name of I. N. Jacobson has been mentioned 
as one of the notaries before whom Evelyn 
Nesbit is alleged to have signed her affidavit. 
Jacobson was seen at his office in Park Row 
today and asked if he expected to be called 
as a witness. Jacobson replied: ‘I don’t 
want any man's blood on my hands, and lam 
not anxious to testify in a murder case. All 
I can say ls, Hummel told thetruth.” 


White’s Letters Held in Reserve. 


Mr. Delmas, Thaw’s chief counsel, was not 
downtown today, but Mr. Hartridge, attorney 
of record, admitted the defense had some 
letters written by Stanford White. He would 
not suy whether they would be introduced 
in evidence or what they contained as bearing 
on the present case, 

Applications were made today to the dis 
trict attorney's office for several additional 
subprenaes for the defense, but just who 
they were for could not be learned. 

From the plans laid today tt seems that the 
better part of next week will be consumed 
by the defense and that the case may not 
go to the jury until some time during the 
week beginning Monday, the 25th instant. 

Harry Thaw's confidence instead of di- 
minishing with the closing hours of the 
state’s case against him, seems to increase 
daily. Hts mother. his wife, and the countess 
of Yarmouth, his sister, called upon him in 
the Tombs today and reparted that he was in 
high spirits.

The 
order at the end of two miles was, Dr. Leggo 
firet by half a length, with Mamie Algol half 
a length in front of Los Angeleno. 

On the third mile Dr Leggo led Mamie 
Algol by a head, with Los Angeleno at-her 
saddle. The crowd cheered wildly as the 
quartet started on the last mile. A hot strug- 
gle then enswed for the lead at the end of 
three and a half miles. Dr. Leggo flattened 
out ¥nd Los Angeleno took the lead. Then 
ensued a desperate struggle. 


Fight to the Wire.

CANTABS WIN BOAT RACE 


CAMBRIDGE DEFEATS OXFORD 
BY SEVERAL LENGTHS. 


For Sixty-fourth Time Rival English 
University Crews Line Up and 
Fight for Supremacy on Thames— 
Rough' Water and Gusty Wind Pre- 
vent Record Being Smashed—Vic- 
tors Declared Probably Best British 
Eight Ever Turned Out. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ] 


LONDON, March 16—Cambridge won the 
sixty-fourth annual boat race from Oxford 


this afternoon by four and a half lengths. 
The time was 20 mifiutes 26 seconds. Last 
year Cambridge won by three and a half 
lengths in 19 minutes 24 seconds. The record 
is 18 minutes 47 seconds, made by Oxford in 
1803 and tied by Cambridge in 1900. 

The weather conditions for the race today 
were most unfavorable. There was a strong 
southwest wind, approaching the strength of 
a gale, and the water was rough. From the 
beginning it was known that Cambridge’s 
intention of trying for a record was hopeless. 


Oxford Wins the Toss. 

Oxford won the toss and chose the Surrey 
side. The boats got away at 6 minutes afters 
o'clock. Cambridge forged ahead and at 
Waldens was leading by a quarter of a 
length. Cambridge was rowing 41 and Ox- 
ford 40 strokes to the minute. 

Cambridge steadily increased its lead, Ox- 
ford appearing to be outclassed. At Crab- 
tree Cambridge was two lengths ahead 
and at Hasrod’s store four lengths. 

Then Oxford took a spurt, and by the time 
Hammersmith bridge was reached Cam- 
bridge’s lead had been reduced to one and 
three quarter lengths. Opposite the hall the 
position of the crews was unchanged. Both 
were hugging the Surrey shore. At Chiswick 
Eyot, two and a half miles from the start, 
the rough water made trouble for both crews, 
Oxford splashing considerably. 

At the lead mille Cambridge was rowing 32 
and Oxford30. The Cambridge crew took Ox- 
ford’s water at this point. Then Oxford 
pulled itself together and spurted slightly. 
Oxford, however, took the corner badly, not 
going near enough to shore and splashing 
more than ever. 


Cambridge Increases Lead. 

At Thornycroft’s Cambridge was leading 
by one and a‘quarter lengths. At Barnes’ 
bridge, three and five-eighths miles from the 
start, Cambridge had increased its lead to 
three lengths. To unofficial watchers it ap- 
peared Cambridge crossed the finish line four 
lengths ahead. The official decision, how- 
ever, was four and ahalflengthe. TheCam- 
bridge crew finished fresh, but several of 
the Oxonians were exhausted. The crews 
were made up as follows:

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~ Who Gets the -Putouts? 


BY NUGH S. FULLERTON. 


Baseball fans often argue and dispute 
as to the amount of work each player on 
the field has to do in fielding. Players 
themselves frequently debate ag to the 
relative fielding importance of cértain 
positions. 

Figures don’t Me (except in the official 
averages) and a study of the actual work 
done by each man in the field is interest- 
ing. For this purpose I have taken each 
position, each: American and National 
league player in that position, and cov- 
ered four years of figures, to ascertain the 
average number of chances per game a 
player in any position will have and learn 
the chances of any man getting a put out 
or an assist, and how many he ought to 
get in each game to keep up the average 
for his positian. 

I discover that the chances per team per 
game is 4044, divided as follows: Put outs, 
25.4; assists, 12.8; errors, 2.8. 

While these figures practically agree 
with the season records as announced by 
the secretaries of the big leagues, they 
differ in some respects from those figures, 
and to ascertain whether or not the rule 
of chance ran the same I procured the 
records of sixty-eight games, played in 
four minor leagues in two seasons, and 
discovered to my surprise that the rule 
of chance runs about the same in the smal! 
leagues as the large, regardless of the 
speed of the men or the caliber of the 


league. 
~~ 


All of this goes to show that what is 
called “ place hitting "’ is, 'to say the least, 
unreliable. Possibly a dozen men can, 
under certain circumstances, hit the ball 
in a general direction that they decide 
upon beforehand, but the great majority 
of players simply rap the ball. The deeper 
I got into the figures the more interesting 
they became. 


I was struck with the number of chances 


Bill Joyce had at third base for the old 
New York team. In fact, with recollec- 
tion rather dim, it made me think for a 
minute that Joyce must have been a 
crackerjack at third—despite the fact that 
my. recollection was that he was punk 
there and switched across the diamond. 
Suddenly light dawned when I discovered 
that the pitcher who was responsible for 
Joyce's many chances was Dad Clarke. In 
games that Dad pitched Joyce would have 
eight or ten chances. That recalls to me 
the fact that Dad always claimed Joyce 
released him because he kept pitching a 
slow one that everybody hit towards third. 

It really is an astonishing study to see 
how the right wing of the defense is kept 
busy by one pitcher, and the left side of 
the field by another. The majority of 
balls pitched by speedy pitchers are driven 
towards right fleld, the majority of slow 
balls are hit to the left of second base. 
The majority of safe hits off left handers 


go towards right, but theimajority of balls 


are hit towards left. 

Another peculiar thing discovered is that 
the majority of third outs—that is, outs 
that end an inning—are driven almost 
straight towards center, showing that the 
pitcher, with two out, pitches straight 
balls and relies on his support. Nearly a 
third of the center flelders’ chances are 
from third outs. 

_ 

This is the way the ball goes, so far as 
chances are concerned. Of. course the 
first baseman has more chances than any 
other player. I regret to state that the 
figures will not decide the relative impor- 
tance of short stop and second base—their 


average chances figure so closely together | 


that they practically are equal. 
The average number of chances per 
game by each player is as follows:

Arhong all the pitchers whose averages 
are included tn the grand total the left- 


handers furnished the surprise. It is gen- 
erally conceded among baseball authori- 
ties and managers that left-handers are 
not strong in the field, yet it ie a remark- 
able fact that on number of chances per 
game the left-handers more ‘than hold 
their own. It isa close race between Jess 
Tannehill and Nick Altrock for honors as 
to the number of chances pergame. They 
seem always in the path of the ball, 
whether because of some peculiarity of 
pitching or extraordinary quickness, or 
both. Altrock, I know, when things es 
oing wrong, pitches to make batters hit 
+ ma nay peeve Tannehill does the 
same. Lee Tannehill probably will lead 
in number of chances per game among the 
third basemen, Lajoie leads the second 
basemen, Herman Long led all the third 
basemen, Bid MePhee and Fred Pfeffer 
were almost tied among the second base- 
men, and Chance led the first basemen. 
This does not include Comiskey. I was 
unable to géet hold of the figures, but I 
believe he had more chances per game 
than any first baseman that ever played 
the bag, and his chances were assists more 
frequently than any other first baseman, 
although Tenney runs him ea close race. 
> 


The figures for Pfeffer and McPhee—who 
were cnly a shade behind Lajole—are 
rather surprising, considering the differ- 
ence in their style of play. McPhee always 
piayed a moderately deep game, not as 
deop au Evers affects, but still far enough 
behind the line to be noticeable, while 
Pfeffer played a short game, almosfon the 
line, and he covered the bag in the line and 
three or four feet towards firat. Pfeffer 
fattened his chances on touching runners 
at second, with two great catchers throw- 
ing to him, while McPhee got his on 
ground balls, 

_ 


When Rube Waddell pitches his first and 
second baseman and right fielder have 
busy days. His great speed and his quick 
curve towards a right-handed batter cause 
them to hit a bit late, and the result is the 
ball seldom goes towards left. On the 
other hand, Cy Young, with his terrific 
speed, is hit towards left almost as much 
as towards right, the tendency being te 
drive the ball towards center. 

One of the funniest examples of changes 
of batting discoverable in the figures is 
thatfound by tracing the record of James 
Hicks Ryan. Ryan always wasacorking 
good hitter. For over twelve years he 
was a terror to third basemen. He had.a 
knack of cricketing low balis and driving 
them straight across third like a fash. 
Pitchers regarded him as a rank left field 
hitter, and refused to be persuaded that 
he could hit hard in any other direction. 

In the spring of 1846 Ryan suddenly 
switched and became one of the most re- 
markable right field hitters in the busi- 
ness. He was a terror to pitchers that 
year. No one knew how to pitch to him. 
He was driving them on the line straight 
to right, and whipping the ball over first 
as he formerly did over third. The score 
books reveal the startling change of style. 

After figuring on him for days I called 
on him and inquired how he didit. He 
said he had changed style purposely, and 
found that by merely shifting his feet he 
could hit as well in that direction as 
towards left. He made the switch, but 
never was able to switch back success- 
fully. 

Anson perhaps had the best eye of all 
the hitters that ever went to bat. He 
drove everything straight out, meeting the 
ball so squarely that the ball usually went 
within fiftecn feet one way or the other 
of the pitcher. He crippled more'pitchers 
with line drives straight at them thanany 
other man ever did. His trueness of eye 
and remarkable ability to meet the ball 
squarely handicapped him heavily in his 
later years, as the fielders bunched on 
him until they left him little space for 
safe hits.

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WEST SIDE WHIST PLAYERS 
DEFEATED BY LOOP EXPERTS. 


Illinois and Menoken Clubs Combine 
Forces, but Are Beaten at Every Ta- 
ble by the Chicago Organization. 


[BY A. R. METCALFE.] 

The combined forces of the Illinois and 
Menoken clubs were matched against the 
Chicago Whist club at the rooms of the lat- 
ter last Wednesday night. There were 
twenty-four players on each side and the 
Chicago club won at every table. Judkins 
and R. H. Clark made the best score, five 
tricks plus, while there were five teams just 
one trick short of that mark. 

The following deal from Watertown, Wis., 
is well worth publishing: 


Hearts were trumps and north to lead. 

At one table the seven of spades was opened 
and north and south scored but two tricks. 
At the other table the fourth best trump was 
led originally and as a result six tricks were 
made by north and south. The correspornd- 
ent asks, “Which lea@ was the better 
whist?’ 

I would always lead a trump from such a 
holding, and, in fact, Chicago players gen- 
erally are inclined to open a hand wWith a 
trump when holdjng four and no plain suit 
that is longer. The gre*? variation in the 
deal given above, however, resulted from a 
peculiar ‘distribution of the cards. 

Another correspondent writes as follows: 

“An accusation of unfair whist has been 
made against a pair and the accuser uses as 
a basis for this accusation the following 
statements, which are facts: 

‘ Firet—If an opponent leads through an 
ace king or king?queen, the second hand 
plays the highest—that is: with ace king 
plays the ace. 

‘* Second—On the opponent lead of trumps, 
he shows four by playing the third best and 
then the fourth best. 

"* Third—A’rotary @iscard is used on his 
partner's lead of trumps. 

* Fourth—They do not open the fourth 
best of a hopeless suit, but open the top. 

‘“ Fiftth—They do not use the Albany lead. 

** Sixth—With five trumps and a five card 
suit, they do not lead trumps unless the suit 
ig ‘set up. | f 

“In all other matters, the accuser says 
that conventional American leads are used, 
but makes the statement that.the above are 
not used by all players and they are not rec- 

in a long suit game and may be 
classed as private conventions. 

“ Would you be so kind as to put me on the 
right track on the above matter, as I have 
alweys been an opponent of private conven- 
tions of any kind or of any mannerisms at 
the whist table and woulf rather quit play- 
ing the game than violate any of the rules?’ 

There is no ground whatever for the charge 
of unfair whist in any of the cases cited, 
with the exception of the first. The second, 
third, and fourth plays are recognized by 
many authorities and are perfectly ortho 
dox, The Albany lead is used by a minority 
of players and there is no rule compelling 4 
player to lead trumps from any number un- 
less he so desires. The first play mentioned 
is not recognized by any authority and might 

considered a private comvention unless the 


from the dummy hand, hearts being trumps. 
The player (the dealer) then calls for the 
king of hearts from the dummy before the

fourth man puts his card on the first trick. 
Is the player (the dealer) technically obliged 
to play the king of hearts from the dummy 
when he has called for the card before the 
fourth man has played his card on the first 
trick? Of course the player (the dealer) 
ought not to have called his card so quickly, 
but, having done so, can you hold him to it, 
though the first trick is as yet incompleté?’ 

Dealer may be compelled to play the king 
of trumps, 

“When playing beidge at a large table 
which necessitates dealer calling for cards 
to be played from the dummy hand, is it al- 
lowable in a case where an off suit has been 
led (and when dummy hand is the last to 
play) and there is none of the suit led -ex- 
posed, for the person playing dummy to point 
to his trump suit and ask, ‘ Which shell I 
play?’ ’”’ 

It is not allowable. 

‘“ After three cards have been played, is it 
proper for the one whose turn it is to play 
last to ask his partner, ‘ Whose trick is it?’ 
And after being given the information to 
look back at previous tricks before playing?’ 

A player has a right to ascertain who has 
played the card which holds the trick or to 
call for each of the other players to draw 
their cards. Certainly, he had no right to 
look back at a previous trick, nor has any 
player a right to look at a trick which has 
been turned and quitted. 

“Is it contrary to the rules or even the 
spirit of the game that when e player's turn 
comes for him to play for him to extract one 
card as if about to play ‘and then to play an- 
other?’’ | 

It is not contrary to the rules, but is a bad 
mannerism. When used, as it is sometimes, 
to convey the impression that the player has 
an honor in the suit when he hag not, it be- 
comes dishonest.

The conference colleges 
have lost a large portion of last year’s point 
winners by reason of the enforcement of the 
three year rule. This, together with the fact 
that freshmen are barred from competition, 
has deprived the west of many of its stars 
and added no new ones to fill up the gap. 
As a result the coming conference meet will 
be a contest between a comparatively small 
number of more or less experienced men. 

“ But what makes the situation still more 
perplexing is the uncertainty ef Michigan's 
attitude as regards staying in the confer- 
ence. Upon its action depends to a large ex- 
tent Chicago's’ prospects of a championship 
team, And so, when we inguire as to our 
chances of a championship, we must first 
know what action Michigan intends. If it 
withdraws Chicago ought to win, for then: 
Hiinots will be our strongest competitor and 
it, for some unknown reason, has never been + 
dangerous in the conference, in spite of the 
fact that its team is formidable in dual 
meets. But, assuming that Michigan will 
cast its lot with the Big Nine for another . 
year, the situation at once becomes extreme- 
ly interesting. ; 


Michigan Loses Heavily. 

“The loss of Garrels, Coe, Ramey. and 
Stewart—a total of 87 points from last yeur’s 
meet—far exceeds the loss of Parry and Mer- 
rill to Chicago. This places the two teams 
on an equal footing and gives promise of an 
exciting fight for first place. 

“* Chicago's chances will depend on a hand 
ful of men, such as Merriam, Steffen, Bark- 
er, Quigley, Russell, Schommer, Williamson, 
Henneberry, and Iddings, who by reason of 
the absence of many of last years point win- 
ners will be likely candidates for first places. 
Chicago will be especially strong in a number 
of events where Michigan and Illinois are 
weak, as, for inetance, the hurdles. 440 and 
880 yard runs, and the high jump. On the oth-- 
erhand, Michigan and IlHnois are both strong 
in the two distance events and are likely te 
cut into each other's points to some extent. 
This would be to our advantage, as Chicago 
has at present no hopes of scoring in either 
the mile or two mile runs. If Parsons is 
back at Wisconsin, as reports say he is, he 
ought to win both dashes. The other two 
places are doubtful. This leaves a number of 
events uncertain, especially the shotput 


and discus throw. Tilinois still has Bur- : 


roughs, who promises to be a point winner 
in both these events. As between Michigan 
and Chicago we have more than an equal 
chance of scoring. Michigan is also strong 
ih the broad jump, where it may pick up twe 
places. 
Maroon Chances Favorable. 

“ Now, making allowance for ‘ dark horses,” 


such as invariably come to the front in an 5 


intercollegiate meet, it would seem that our 
chances are favorablé. With a nucleus of 
approximately five first places, it is not 
unreasonable to expect Chicago to be able 
to pick up enough odd points to win the mcet. 
To be sure, Michigan scored 64 points last 
year, but that was an unusual total—the 
largest ever made—and it may be safe to say 
that about half that number of points will 
come within striking distance of first place. 
Looking at the situation this far in advance, 
it seems that Chicago is more certain of 6 
greater number of first places than is either 
Michigan or Illinois, and stands an equal 
chance of picking up enough more points te 
win the conference meet next June.”

Murphy had just sold the pacer Dusty 
Wilkes for a moderate sum because the hurse 
was liable to jump when asked to win. In 
a day or so he saw Dusty Wilkes, going on a 
pace, beaten by a little gelding called Fan- 
dango, and immediately bought the latter 
on the theory that any pacer capable of tak- 
ing the measure of Dusty Wilkes when that 
horse paced all the way was worthy of a 
piace in the Murphy string, and this esti- 
mate of the little horse was justified a day 
or so later when he cleaned up all the horses 
that elected to start«with him in the west 
side races. 

New Breeders Enter Game. 

For every breeder who goes out of the 
game, willingly or otherwise, there is a suc- 
cessor ready and waiting, and a closing out 
sale of any farm of pretensions means that 
-the stock Is picked up in a great measure by 
new people in the sport. There is a fascina- 
tion about the job of trying to breed atrotter 
that holds people of all classes, and only those 
who are brought into close touch with the 
facts are able to realize this fully. On every 
farm where fine horses are bred, and in every 
big training establishment where they are 
prepared for racing or broken to harness, are 
brodédmares and colts, representing thou- 
sands of dollars, owned by men who never 
are heard of as breeders. Lawyersand mer- 
chants figure largely in this list, but the doc- 
tors beat them all. Until the advent of the 
motor car every physician was obliged to 
depend in a great measure on his horses for 
speedy and reliable transportation, and this 
fact made good horsemen out of doctors. 
Naturally they began, a generation ago, send- 
ing their favorite mares to well known stal- 
lions, and the practice is kept up to this day. 

Some years ago a Chicago business man in 
comfortable circumstances died suddenly, 
and the executor of his estate was surprised 
to discover that the decedent, whom he had 
known onl¥iasa plodding merchant, with ap- 
parently no thought outside of his store, was 
the owner of no less than seventeen brood- 
mares, scattered to all parts of: the.Jand and 
being bred to the best stallions obtainable. 
This man had the “ horse bug "’ in an extreme 
degree, but the busy little insect gets a lot of 
other people that in their lifetime never are 
suspected of even so much as looking side- 
ways at a fast horse.

FEW HEAVYWEIGHT FIGHTERS 
OF CHAMPIONSHIP CALIBER. 


Title Changes Hands Only Once in 
Ten Years, Today Being Tentli An- 
miversary of the Battle in Which 
Fitssimmons Defeated Corbett at 
Carson City—Jeffries the Pugilist 

’ Whe Has Held It—Men Not Keep- 
ing Pace with Him. 


[BY GEORGE SILER.) 

The speed with which time files and how 
slowly heavyweight fighters keep pace with 
it is demonstrated by the fact that ten years 
ago today Bob Fitzsimmons defeated Jim 
Corbett at Carson City, Nev., and that the 
championship title has changed hande only 
once since then, from Fitzsimmons to Jim 
Jeffries. Furthermore, this country has not 


| produced a man who could cope successfully 
| with Jeffries since he won the championship 


from the Cornishman. Fitz was considered 
the mext best man to Jeff until age got a 


'' strangle hold on him and made him rather 


easy for Jack O’Brien. The Corbett-Fitz- 


| simmons fight, the tenth anniversary of 


which is today, was the biggest and most 
talked of event of its kind in the history of 


| pugilism. The Corbett-John L. Sullivan fight, 


which took place at New Orleans or Sept. 
7, 1892, and which saw the downfall of John 
L. in twenty-one rounds, furnished food for 


' gossip for months after the encounter, This 


principally was because of its result, as the 


| impression was abroad that Sullivan was 
invincible. 


ae 


Corbett, a mere stripling as compared with 


' the then mighty John L., and supposedly a 


novice in everything pertaining to the game, 
had the sympathy of the sporting public. 
It was not for love of him, however, aa he 
was @ newcomer in the fleld of pugilem, and 
was an unknown quantity. But they sym- 
pathized with him because they considered 
him @ lamb being led to the slaughter and 
because they did not wish to see his candle 
snuffed so early in life. The hard hearted 
set, those who have no feelings for mankind 
in general and who delight in seeing a young 
upstart get his trimmings, considered the 
fight a “‘ good thing”’ to plunge on, a sort 
of “first past the post” trick, with the 
result a foregone conclusion before the money 
was piaced. The outcome of the battle, 
therefore, was a huge surprise, and sur< 
prises, even at the pace we are traveling, are 
good for aimonth's gossip. 

The Corbett-Fitzsimmons fight, however, 
was hancled to stir up the English speaking 
world. The men were on the battle ground 
a month before the date set for the contest, 
and, as the leading publications in the coun- 
try had their war correspondents on the field, 
their readers actually were smothered with 
news from the front. The fight, and every- 


| thing pertaining to it, was more elaborately 


handled by the press than the Corbett-Sul- 
livan battle, and, as the result also was a 
surprise, it was the talk of the country for 
a long while. Furthermore, moving pictures 
were taken of the ehcounter, and, as they 
were the first of the kind placed on exhib- 
ition, the public were satiated with the event. 
oe 


Since Corbett’s victory over Sullivan, fift- 
teen years ago, we have had only three 
heavyweight champions. Corbett defended 
the title against Charley Mitchell at Jackson- 
ville, Fla.; on Jan. 25, 1894, defeating him tn 
three rounds, and he lost it to Fitzsimmons 
at Carson City, Nev., ten years ago today 
in fourteen rounds. Bob refused to give Jim 
a return match, but took on Jim Jeffries, and 
was defeated by him in eleven rounds. The 
battle took place at Coney Island on June 9. 
1890. Jeff defended the championship 
against Tom Sharkey, beating him in twenty- 
five rounds at Coney Island on Nov. 8. 1299: 
knccked out Jim Corbett at Coney Island 
on: May 11, 1900, in twenty-three rounds; 
Gus Ruhlin at San Francisco Nov..15, 1901, 
in five rounds; Bob Fitzsimmons at San 
Francisco on July 25, 1902, in eight rounds; 
Jim Corbett at San Francisco on Aug. 14, 
1903, in ten rounds; and Jack Munroe at San 
Francisco on Aug. 26 in two rounds and re- 
tired, unbeaten champion, in May, 1905.

His record shows 
that during his ten years as a champion he 
fought only four championship battles. 
These include hig first, in which he won the 
title. 

Corbett, as champion, engaged in two bat- 
tles against Mitchell and Fitzsimmons, end 
the latter lost the title in the first battle he, 
as champion, took part in. 

Jeffries, during his championship career, 
covering a period of six years, engaged in 
six title battles, an average of one a year, 
which beats all records. During the last sey- 
enteen years, or, rather, from 1800 to 1905, 
when Jeff retired, we had puch aspiring 
heavyweight champions as Peter Jackson, 
Frank Slavin, Joe Goddard, Peter Maher, 
‘Steve O'Donnell, Gus Ruhlin, numerous 
others, and tle men who held the champion- 
ship. Today who have we? Tommy Burns, 
Jack O’Brien, and Mike Schreck. Are the 
héavyweights keeping apace with time? 
Hardly, and then some.

LOCAL AUTO EXHIBITION TO BE 
HELD IN DECEMBER. 


Motoring Interests Plan Wholesale 
Revision of Dates That Will Close 
,the National Circult Two Wedks 
Before the First of the Year—<Asso. 
elation of Licensed Automobile 
Manufacturers Contemplates Hold- 
ing Affair in November. 


Of chief moment in the motoring world is 
the announcement that the show season has 
been set back three months and that the 
national circuit will be over two weeks before 
the first of the year instead of running well 
into February, as has been the case in the 


past. 
A week ago no one—at least in the west— 
suspicioned any such thing was in contem- 
lation among the powers that be. It was 
nown that the “independents” would 


again hold an early show and that they had | 


agitated e change in date of the Chicago ex- 
hibition, but that was as far as the matter 
had progressed. Then the Chicago Automo 
hile Trade association came forward with a 
resolution decl itself to favor a De- 
cember show. G Manager Miles told 
the local dealers he would be glad to submit 
the proposition. to the National Association 
of Automobile Manufacturers at the meeting 
of its executive committee last Wednesday, 
but there were some ekeptics in town who 
thought that would be as far as the resolu- 
tion would get—that the N. A. A. M. was 
committed to a Chicago show in February. 


Locals Are Surprised. 

Judge, then, the surprise of the locals 
when the news came out of New York the 
latter part of the week that a wholesale 
revision of the show dates was. contem- 
plated. The Association of Licensed Auto- 
mobile Manufacturers, which promotes the 
Madison Square garden affair in New York 
let it out it was trying to arrange its dates 
so it could put on its show in November in- 
steady of January.

It is proposed to illuminate 
the entire row at night, advertise liberally, 
and fix up the stores with potted palms and 
the like, and display their latest styles in 
motor cars.

LONDON AWARES TONREDS 


COMPETITION OF TRACTION Is 
PLEASING TO TRAVELER.

‘Transportation Facilities in City, on 
Surface and Underground, Are 
Rapidly Being increased — Rival 
Companies Charge Unfair Com peti- 
tion and Each Takes Steps te Hold 
Patronage, Cutting Fares to a Low 
Level——Half Penny Fares in Vege.

LONDON, March 16.—The awakening of 

London to its need for greater facilities of 
locomotion and the efforts: that have been 
and are being made to meet that need have 
resulted in a situation that is curious and 
anomalous in the extreme. Consciousness 
already is dawning on the regular traveler 
that he can reach any desired point with 
much greater facility than was possible a 
few years ago, and this facility is being 
added to week by week by increased facili- 
ties having been provided by the electrifi- 
cation of the old underground railways, the 
tube railways, the electric tramways, and 
the auto buses. 

The movement is in a state of transition 
above ground, and below ground in a con- 
dition of development, the total result being 
a welter of competition and confusion from 
which the only salient fact that emerges 
is that, while a passenger aren enjoys 
the advantages of cheaper and swifter 
travel, the agencies that provide the facill- 
ties are reaping no reward from their en- 


terprise. 
Say Competition Is Unfair. 
The tubes, omnibus companies, under- 


ground railroads, and suburban railway 

companies all alike complain of unfair com- 
petition. ‘The manager of one of the London 
omnibus companies complained most bitterly 
of the introduction of half penny fares on 
municipal tramways. The half penny stages 
are nearly a mile tn length, and six miles for 
three pence is the regular fare to the sub- 
urbs. The buses have had to meet the com- 
petition by reducing their fares, and on 
nearly all vehicles belonging to the London 
General Omnibus company half penny fares 
how are charged. The balance sheets of 
nine principal passenger carrying concerns 
for last year show that four of them paid 
no dividends at all; one paid one-half of 1 
per cent, one 2 per cent, one % per cent, one 
4 per cent, and one succeeded in paying 5 pe* 
cent by taking £15,000 from its reserve fund. 

The new tubes, though ef great conven- 
lence to travelers, have so far failed to pay 
their working expenses, and must either in- 
crease the number of passengers carried or 
advance fares. ‘The *“‘ two penny tube” has 
practically decided to abandon its uniform 
fare and attempt to compete with the auto 
buses by charging proportionate rates for 
intermediate distances. Ps 

No Returns on $15,000,000. 

The electrification of the Metropolitan and 
District railways after an expenditure of 
£3,000,000 has hitherto proved, so far as in- 
creasing the revenue is concerned, 4 dismal 
failure and the attempt of the District com- 
pahy to charge higher fares has had but 
little remedial effect. 

Drain Must Be Stopped. 

The plain outcome of a general survey of 
the existing passenger transit situation is 
therefore that the companies and municipal 
authoritieg operating exclusively in the 
metropolis are carrying hundreds of mil- 
lions of passengers every half year at cost 
price or under. 

Sir George Gibbs admitted this at a meet- 
ing of thé District railway board when he 
remarked that “all concerns engaged in car- 
rying passengers in London were, if not 
loging money, making no profit.” Obviously 
guch a condition of things will not be al- 
lowed to go on indefinitely. The people 
whose millions are sunk in the various en- 
terpriges, more particularly, perhaps, those 
who stake amounts to only hundreds, will 
certainly want to know why all this work 
should be performed gratuitously and at 
their expense. The cheerful Londoner, 
therefore, while congratulating himself on 
the cheapness and speed with which he is 
carried about, had better be prepared for 
some modification of the first of these priv- 


iss Closing Suburban Stations.

QUEEN OF HOLLAND MAY MAKE 
JOURNEY TO ENGLAND. 


State Event, Mach Desired When Wil- 
helmina Ascended Throne and 
Which Boer War Prevented, Hx- 
pected to Occur During Coming 
London Season—Queen Alexandra 
and Her Sister, Dowager Empress 
eof Russia, Often Seen in Theaters.

LONDON, March 16.—If present plans are 

not abandoned, the queen of Holland may, 
during the coming season, pay her long post 
poned state visit to the English court. 
When Queen Wilhelmina first assumed the 
reins of government she much desired to 
visit, as reigning sovereign, Queen Victoria, 


whom she had seen a few years previous. 
Pourpariers passed between the two coun- 
tries, but the Boer war and the high feeling 
that prevailed between the English ard 
Dutch nations rendered the visit impossible. 

Since the accessiom of King Edward and 
the young queen's marriage domestic cir- 
cumstences have prevented the visit that eti- 
quette demanded. Should, however, the 
queen of Netherlands and her censort elect 
to come here this summer there is not the 
least doubt they will now receive a genuine 
welcome. 

Queén Entertains Sister. 

Everyhody in London is delighted with the 
manner in which Queen Alexandra is going 
about town with her sister, the dowager em- 
press of Russia and the queen, whose visit 
to Paris, it is said, hap been most beneficial 
to her, is, if possible, looking younger and 
brighter than ever. All of those who have 
had the privilege of meeting her during the 
last week are delighted with her extreme 
cheerfulness. 

Every day since Empress Marie has been 
here their majesties have been out paying 
visits to such intimate friends as the duchess 
of Buccléugh, Lady Emily Kinescote, and 
the duchess of Rutland, or they have been re- 
ceiving them at Buckingham ‘palace for 
lunch or dinner. These parties are simple, 
informal affairs, with entire absence of state.

Absinthe, however, is singled out as a sort 
of hydra or mfinotaur which is devouring the 
nation’s population, and, therefore, absinthe 


be restricted. If criticism were permitted, one 
might call attention to the opinion held by 
many observers that in the average French 
eafé the bourgeols asks much more frequent- 
ly for such fiery concoctions as cheap cognac, 
or rum, or calvadop than for thie supposedly 
terrible absinthe. The present war, however, 
is being waged strictly against absinthe. 

It is reasonable to suppose that this is due 
to the example recently set hy the federal and 
@antonal action in Switzeriand, which prom- 
pes to banish absinthe entirely from the lit- 
We mountain republic, 

Scoffers Hint at “Shakedown.” 

The common understanding ia that the best 
quality of absinthe is made in France at Pon- 
Starlier and the cheap grades in other parts 
of France and Switzerland. Accordingly the 
anti-alcoholic group in parliament professes 
to avoid waging war on cheap absinthes to 
the advantage of one particular brand, which 
is said to be the best; but scoffers are prone 
fo insinuate that the alleged reformers are 
only seeking to shake down the rich absinthe 
Histiliers. But the names of the men. en- 
gaged in the movement would argue against 
any such supposition. For instance, Ribot, 
the former president of the chamber of dep- 
uties, leads the anti-alcohdlic group im the 
chamber, and Charies Dupuy, also a former 
president of the chamiber, is the leader of 
the group in the senate. Statistics say that 
840,000 hectoliters, or in round numbers about 
9.000,000 gallons of absinthe were drunk in 
jFrance in 1906. Alarm is raised now because, 
while formerly absinthe was drunk only in 
the better clase of cafés in the cities, now 
it is common on the counters of the ordinary 
wineshiops throughout the country.

“Savoyarde” Is Hoisted Into Position 
in Tower of Church of the Sacre 
Coeur in Paris.

LONDON, March 7.—Dr. James Gale, whe 
has just died in his 74th year, was probably 
the most wonderful biind man who ever lived. 
The victim of a terrible and crushing phys- 
ical affliction In his early youth, he triumphed 
over it by sheer force of mind and character 
and won for himself the proud but pathetig 
title of the “ biind inventor,’ by which he 
was known all over England.

His 
greatest achievements were those which 
would seem to demand good eyesight above 
everything.

In consequence of his inventions, Dr. Gale 
received flattering recognition not only: from 
Queen Victoria and the prince consort but 
also from Napoleon III. of France, the then 
czar of Russia, and the rulers of many other 
countries, besides, as already mentioned, 
having degrees conferred om him by many 
learned bodies. It was not of these things, 
however, that he cared to talk when inter- 
viewed. 

“ AS an example of what a blind man can 
do,"” he said, “I may tell you that, with a 
one legged man as my partner, I once played 
a game of bowls, or skittles, against two men 
Ppssessed of their sight—and, what is more, 
we won it. On another occasion I attended 

@ shooting match and some one asked me 
to try a shot. I brought down my bird, tothe 
wonder of every one present. I may tell you, 
between ourselves,” sald the blind inventor 


in a stage whisper, “thet the shot was pure- 


ly accidental. On. being asked to attempt to 
ro atey the performance I thought it best to 
ne."’ 


Took Up Electrical Work. 

He first became interested in electricity 
through meeting with a famous medical elec- 
trician who tried to restore his sight. After 
a few years under this practitioner's tui- 
tion. Dr. Gale mastered the subject of med- 
ical galvanism and electrical therapeutics 
Pa decided to adopt the latter as a profes- 

n. 
By studying all known electrical appli- 

ances,”’ he said, ‘‘ it was not long before I 
_Was able to begin a general practice and to 

give treatment electrically. I adopted the 

method of letting all currents of electricity 
pass through my own body. By this means 
~I-was able to tell just what sort of current 
my patients were-receiving. By my sensi- 
tiveness of touch I was able to gauge elec- 

‘trical forces far better than some practition- 

ers in the same line, and it was not long be- 
!fore I had won a reputation among many 

well known doctors, who used to send me 
their patients for treatment. 
‘ By placing my ear over certain portions 

of the bodies of patients through whom I 
am sending charges of electricity, I can 
hear peculiar sounds passitig back and forth, 
and it is partially by these sounds that I 
am able to tell whether a patient is healthy 
or not. I remember on one occasion a man 
was brought to me by a well known doctor. 
I galvanized him, listened all over his body 
in-my customary manner, and then gave the 
opinion (privately, of course, to his own doc- 
tor) that this patient would probably die 
within a few days. I was not surprised to 
learn that he died suddenly about a week 
afterward. 


How He Earned $250,000 Fee. 

“People have come to me with some re- 
markable complaints,’’ he went on. ‘‘ One 
/™Man came who was suffering from paralysis, 
the result of lead poisoning, and every doctor 
had given him up. I placed him in a bath, 
treated him electrically and in. the water, 
and, in the course of time, I managed to get 
white lead oozing from the roots of the finger 
nails. Om another occasion I treated a wom- 
an for mercurial poisoning. When she would 
leave the electrical bath you could see a thin, 
@grk:line, which, when rubbed, showed a 
silver mercurial Geposit on the side of the 
bath. She also had been pronounced incura- 


“Tt was the same with my millionaire pa- 
tint. Sir William Ferguson gave him just 
eix days to live, and advised me, for the sake 
of my professional reputation, not to touch 
the case.

Despite Dr. Gale’s affliction he was active- 
ly engaged most of his life, not only in daily 
medical practice but in many business enter- 
es. When the Briton Medical and Gen- 
eral Assurance office fziled some years ago 
Dr. Gale was appointed to represent the 
policy holders, and he managed the concern 
for some years until it was acquired by the 
Sun company. 

He was consulted by Engineer Cox with

British Columbia Seizes All 
Indian Lands Sold by 
Dominion Sanction. 


ANTL-CIGARET BILL DEAD 


Figures Show How Old Age Pen- 
sion Scheme Will Work 
Out in Practice. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 14.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.]—The deadlock between the fed- 


feral authorities and the provincial govern, 


ment of British Columbia is more serious 
than would be supposed. Indian lands in 
which the province has a reversionary inter- 
est under the British North America act 
have heen sold, with the sanction of the fed- 
eral government and without the consent of 
the provincial government, nominally by the 


Indians living upon them. 

These lands form part of the site of what 
is intended to be the terminus of the new 
transcontinental railway, constructed partly 
by the federal government and partly by the 
Grand Trunk Pacific railway, with govern- 
ment aid. 

The action of the federal government in 
connection with this transfer ia treated by 
the provincial government ay @ gross fed- 
eral interference with the constitutional 
rights of the province. , 

The position of the federal government is 
that, being charged with the guardianship 
of the Indians, no matter where they may 
be in Canada, when it was found these lands 
were required for thé Pacific terminus of the 
railway and the Indians were willing to give 
up possession for a fairand reasonable price, 
it became its duty to see the transfer cf- 
fected. 

The provincial government has published 
formal notice that it lays claim to all Indian 
lands alienated from their original use and 
preserves them from preémption, purchase, 
or lease—in fine, assumes full and absolute 
control. This naturally involves measures 
to defend such lands from invasion and to 
maintain provincial supremacy, leading to 
the conclusion that any attempt to accept 
these lands will be resisted, if necessary by 


force. 
Anti-Cigaret Bill Dead. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier opposed the antti-cig- 
aret resolution introduced by Mr. Blain, con- 
servative, im the house of commons, and 
nothing done this session toward the prohi- 
bition, manufacture, importation, and sale of 
cigarets. Mr. Biain’s resolution aimed Ei 
total prohibition, and Sir Wilfrid was em- 
phatic in the view that public opfhion in Can- 
ada. would not sanction the sale of cigarets 
being forbidden to grown men. Sir Wilfrid 
s@id nothing was more offensive to him than 
to see little boys on the streets with cigarets 
in their mouths, and he thought the evil 
could be reached, .so far as boys were con- 
cerned, by police regulations, without the 
interference with the Hberty of adults. The 
resolution was shelved by verbal amendments 
from the goverment side of the house with- 
out reaching a vote. 


Hunting for a Meteor. 

The fragments of the meteor that exploded 
north of the capital on the night of Feb. 13 
last are to be searched for by officials of 
the government geological survey. Informa; 
tion from various quarters strengthens the 
belief that the ball or whatever it was burst 
into two pieces not far above the earth. It 
created meteoric clouds, and it is thought 
the portions were large enomgh to be easily 
distinguished wherever they might have 
come in contact with the ground. 

The incident cauged some excitement at the 
time, occurring as it did when people’s minds 
were disturbed with reports of earthquakes 
and catastrophes of an unusual character in 
different parts of the world. Persons who 
witnessed the sudden appearance of the ball 
in the heavens say there was a sudden rift 
in the masses of clouds in the sky, lighted 
instantaneously with a dazzling glare, and 
out of this rift the blazing mass came tearing 
down with a speed that left a glowing red 
trail behind so vivid that its reflection by the 
plate glass of the shop windows was like 
that of the flames of a big building on fire. 

Sir Richard Cartwright, minister of trade 
and commerce, has had actuarial calcula- 
tions made of the annuities that might be 
granted by the state tn connection with the 
old age pensions proposals before the senate.

Fork Injures Taste of Food. 
As for Scotland, forks were even still later 
in. becoming known among the people. Far 
Dr. Johnson, the great lexieegrapher, in 


‘writing of the highlanders of the Jacobite 


insurrection period, states that the men were 
“accustomed to cut the meat into. small | 
mouthfuls for the women, who put them into 
their mouths with their fingers.”’ 

If the more enlightened of the orientals, 
such as, for instance, the Japanese and 
Chinese, men of birth and breeding, who 
have received a portion, at any rate, of their 
education abroad, continue to prefer their 
chopsticks to our table forks, and manifest 4 
Prejudice against the latter, it is due to 4 
couple of reasons, which are worthy of our 
consideration: In the first place, they fn 
sist that contact of metal, no matter whether 
it be gold, silver, or steel, injuriously affects 
the taste, not alone of fruits but likewise of 
meats and fish. We all of us know how dif- 
ferent an apple munched whole tastes from 
one which has been sliced and peeled by @ 
knife, no matter what the metal. 

There are probably few of my readers who 
have ever tasted meat which has not been 
plerced by a fork or cut with the knife of 
butcher, cook, or carver. But, in view of 
the number of American tourists who now 
visit Egypt and Turkey every winter, I would 
Suggest to some of them to cause their dra- 
oman to have the traditional oriental “‘ cha- 
vermah " prepared for them when out pic- 
nicking. It is a lamb roasted whole in its 
hide by means of heated pebbles. The in- 
terior of the animal is stuffed full of rice, 
currants, and all kinds of highly flavored 
aromatic and at the same time delicate herbs. 
The dish is served uncarved, and those 
who partake of it are expected to use their 
fingers in plucking bits of méat from the 
roast. Thus eaten, it is the most succulent 
dish which it is possible to imagine, and 
furnishes a convincing demonstration of the 
extent to which the taste of meat is injurt- 
ously affected by the use of knives and forks. 


Chopsticks Are agony 
With regard to the plea 6f cleanliness, the 
Chinese and Japanese are manifestly right 
in claiming a superiority for their chopsticks 
over our forks. Their rich are apt to carry 
about with them chopsticks made of ivory. 
But even in the humblest teahouse the host 


Whereunto Fre Colonna replies as follows | would never dream of setting before his 


,Suests wooden chopsticks that had ever been 
used before. In fact, the pair of chopsticks 
sti form part of the same piece of wood 
when laid before the guest, who, splitting 
them asunder, has thus an assurance that 
they are entirely new. It is difficult to dream 
of any such guarantee of cleanliness in the 
case Of forks, and in hotele and restaurants 
especially, the speed which is exacted in 
rinsing them and in preparing them afresh 
for use precludes the idea of their being 
carefully cleansed. In fact, Japanese travel- 
ing abroad and staying at hotels may fre- 
quently be observed quietly and unobttru- 
Sively, yet conscientiously, passing the edge 
of their table napkin between the prongs of 
their fork before using it to convey any food 
from their plate to their mouth. 

While my Japanese and Chinese friends 
have undoubtedly a certain amount of justice 
in their conténtion as to the disadvantage 
of forks, I should be extremely sorry to 
think that anything that I have written 
above was of a nature to discourage the em- 
plo t of these table utensils. For, since

BUSSE AND THE MERIT SYSTEM. 
Mayor Dupne says that Mr. Busse is 

not a friend of the merit system and will 

trample on the civil service law if be shell 
be elected. That law; the mayor says, has 
been faithfully enforced under bis admin- 

‘istration and will continue to be if he shall 
be re@lected. ‘He would like to have the 
public believe he is the stanch friend of & 

law it approves of. He would like to 

have timid or incapable elty employés be- 
lieve that they would be more likely to 
keep on under him than under Mr. Busse. 

The mayor is after votes. 

Many city, employés could throw a 
bright light on Mayor Dunne’s love for 
the merit system if it were not that it 
would be highly impolitic for them to do 
so. They could tell, for instance, of po- 
litical assessments they have been fogced 
to pay, although the law is emphatic that 
there shall be no such assessments. There 
are sixty day appointees who, if put on 
oath, would be obliged to say that they 
are drawing pay from the city, although 
their services are not needed, so that they 
may be zealous shouters during the Dunne 
campaign. There would be no excuse for 
the sixty day men if the administration's 
civil service board were to hold more ex- 
aminations. 

A Heutenant of police was so indiscreet 
as to say he thought Mr. Busse had a good 
chance of being. elected. When this 
reached the ears of his: superiors he was 
promptly banished to a remote outlying 
_gtation. A detective who asked a friend 
what he thought the size of Busse’s major- 
ity would be was found guilty of treason 
and. was sent to walk beat a dozen miles 
from. his home. It appears to be lese 
majesty for a policeman to suggest a 
doubt of the mayor's election. Wxile for 
such an offense is a punishment contrary 
to. the spirit of the civil service law. 

Under the Dunne administration the 
civil service law has been evaded or dis- 
regarded wherever possible. The law was 
enacted to secure greater efficiency in the 
public service, but the Dunne administra- 
tion bas done everything to encourage in- 
efficiency. } The mayor has set an example 
of neglect of duty by abandoning hie office 
to make campaign speeches. Mr. Busse, 
though crippled by his accident, attends to 
his office work and sees that the postal 
machinery is running smoothly. 

The merit system will be safe in Mr. 
Busse’s hands if he shall be elected. He 
will work himself and will make his sub- 
ordinates work. The merit system has ne 
terrors for a mayor whose first thought is 
to have the city’s business properly at- 
tended to, and who knows that it cannot 
be done without capable, conscientious, 
and zealous employés. 


OLD HOME CELEBRATIONS. _ 

The city of Boston purposes to have 
the greatest old home celebration ever 
attempted by any city or state in this 

country. The program, extending through 
the week of July 28-Aug. 3, is to include 
civic and trades processions, electrical 
‘and automobile evening parades, firemen’s 
musters, old time sports on the common, 
excursions, yacht and motor boat races, 
open air concerts, street illuminations, 
and, of course, literary exercises and pub- 
lic addresses. There will also be a 
founders’ day, patriots’ day, greater Bow 
ton day, New England day, woman's day, 
}and baked bean day. A committee of 
representative citizens has been appointed 
to arrange the details of the program, 
‘and this committee is in correspondence 
with the Washington authorities to se- 
cure ships and soldiers for naval and land 
maneuvers upon an extensive scale. It is 
an attractive menu which the committee 
offers and undoubtedly thousands of Bos- 
tonian will go home that week and re- 
1..ain all the week, because the last day is 
baked bean day. . 

The Bostan Advertiser, congratulating 
the city wpon the outlook for home week, 
is certain that large numbers of western- 
ers will be induced to return home at that 
time by the attractions offered. Undoubt- 
ediy many will and undoubtedly they will 
have a good time. So there is occasion 
for congratulation al! round. But in this 
connection the question arises—why 
should not Chicago have a home week? 
It is too late to consider it this year, and 
there is too much doing here just now, 
but why not have a home coming next 
year, after Busse has been. elected, 
straightened things out, and set the house 
in order? Chicago is no longer a young 
city. It has grown up. It is not so old 
as Boston and other eastern cities, and 
has not as many historic sites and tradi- 
tions, but it i¢ old enough already to have 
sent a large number of representatives of 
its alert, pushing, progressive, and “ get 
there ’’’ spirit to eastern cities.

THE FAIRY IN LITERATURE. 
lp defiance of the robust opinions of 
certain teachers of the young, a professor 
at the Armour institute has come out 
positively for the old fashioned fairy tale 
as a helpful element in character building. 
The declaration was made before a meet- 
ing of a Sunday school association and in 
connection with the discussion of the child 
and the methods employed to develop and 
strengthen him. That this opinion was 
not forcibly negatived by dissenters would 
Seem to indicate a prevailing feeling of 
approval. 

As the fairy story goes back several 
tliousand years, and as fairies in one form 
or another have maintained their popular- 
ity among ai! nations, there has not been 
much fear that the efforts of a few scat- 
tering reformers would suffice to do away 
with them. When Peter Pan advances 
“Do you believe in fairies?’ 
it is quite likely that every child within 
hearing of the question will answer “Yes,” 
Sooner or later the child loses that belief, 
but in comparatively few cases will he 
admit that the uplifting of his character 
suffered from that childish trust or that 
his early years were any the Jess rosy and 
happy because he had been deceived. It 
is because the fairy story is a myth, a de- 
ception, that some matter of fact wersons 
impeach ‘its usefulness. The Armour in- 
stitute professor takes issue with this con- 
struction of the purpose of the fairy legend 
and boldly advocates a continuance of this 
stimulus to the imagination. 

Fairy tales may be good literature or 
bad literature, or not Iiterature at all. 
Those who would abolish Santa Claus 
would as quickly do away with the King 
of the Golden River or the marvelous 
Snow Queen. To them there is no differ- 
ence between Anderson, Ruskin, Shaks- 
peare, Grimm, aiid Spenser, and the hun- 
dreds of commonplace writers who have 
broken into the fairy domain. With them 
anything that is palpably false to an 
adult is an injustice to a child. They. 
have outgrown the little frivolities of 
childhood, hence there must be no more 
cakes for the children. To be just to 
these dissenters, they are undoubtedly hon- 
est in their opimions; a fairy tale is a de- 
ception, deceit is wickedness, and wicked- 
ness is always to be sternly reprehended. 

But the majority of .parents and guar- 
dians, and wise teachers as well, will 
continue to believe that literature is not 
the less good literature becanse the imagi- 


for the. unemployed. Lt may be 
further indication of general prosperity 
that there are no men out of employment 
who feel reduced ta the necessity of tak- 
ing a job at that scale of wages, though 
it is strange enough that with thousands 
of immigrants pouring into the country 
every year it should be as difficult to ob- 
ein unskilled labor in Chicago in winter 
as to find men for the harvest fields in 
summer. x 

But. while there may be a little grum- 
bling in the uptown wards at the failure 
of the street cleaners to begin the spring 
cleaning, there is comfort in the thought 
that the supply of workers will be sum- 
client to keep up a respectable appearance 
in the downtown shopping district.

atmy of the employed. A supply—even of 
dirty outlying street#-—without a demand 
for work, is preferable as a comforting 
proposition to a supply of men without 
the work to give them.

It has been found 
that many working girls have been and 
are poorly paid, and that they earn barely 
enough in many imstanres to supply the 
absolute necessaries of life. One of the 
gatherers of these statistics received fig- 
ures from eighty-five girls “of all work- 
ing classes,” and she reports that the low- 
est wage paid was $3 a week and the 
highest $15 a week, while the average was 
$7.56. This, as may be seen, leaves littie

It would seem that the department of 
service popularly known as “ working 
out” has fallen into disrepute among the 
young women of this eduntry.

The girl herself prefers 
to labor for, say, $7.56 a week and board 
herself, with ‘more evenings for theater 
engagements if she is fortunate enough to 
make them, when in demestic service she 
can earn nearly and sometimes more than 
that sum with board and lodging thrown 
in.

He can- 
pot open every can of |tinned goods to as- 
certain that they are equal to the sample. 
It is impossible for him to trace back and 
find the origin of everything which he 
places in his stock, often in response to a 
poguiar demand. If the law cas throw 
the responsibility farther back, nearer the 
perpetrator of the framd, if there is one, 
no harm is done the consumer and an in- 
justice to the innocent dealer ie avoided. 

It is the manifest intent of the pro- 
vision quoted that a r@ailer who does not 
have a guaranty from somebody who is 
anbject to the jurisdiction of the state and 
¢an be punished for an infraction of its 
laws shall himself be liable to prosecu- 
tion. But lawyers are in the habit, with 
the occasional aid of the courts, of find- 
ing flaws in laws which impose penalties. 
Therefore such laws should be so precise 
and clear as to leave no unexpected ave- 
nue of escape for a guilty man. Tha 
guaranty provision ils a copy of the one 
in the ndtional pure food law which has 
not as yet been construed by the courts, 
Its language can be improved on. 

The state pure food law should be so 
plainly written that the retailer will un- 
derstand that he cannot shelter himself 
behind a guaranty signed by somebody 
residing in another state, and that he 
must be on his guard when he orders 
goods from without the state. The men 
who are drafting the new pure food law 
should study % with the keen eyes of 
the smart lawyer whe may be employed 
to defend a retailer accused of violating 
some one of its provisions and seal up now 
any of the loopholes which that lawyer 


might discover in it.

CONKLING’S APPOMATTOX SPEECH. 

Chicago, March 15.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—Apropos of the tribulation the New 
York Times ts in over the rhyme with which 
Roscoe Conkling introduced his speech nom- 
inating Grant at the Chicago convention in 
1880, commented on in this morning's issue, 
your readers may be interested to know how 
there came to be some confusion as to Mr. 
Conkling’s opening words. At the time of 
that convention I wag the western agent of 
the New York Associated Press, stationed 
at Chicago, and had charge of the distribu- 
tion of the nominating speeches, prepared in 
advance. It was a part of my duty to follow 
the several nominators to see that the 
speeches delivered were the same as those 
given to the Associated Press. Before Mr. 
Conkling delivered his it had been given to 
us on manifold and already was on the wires. 
In this there was no reference to Appomat- 
tox and its fameus apple tree. But as soon 
as the applause which greeted Mr. Conkling 
as he advanced to the end of the reporters’ 
table, from which he delivered his speech, 
was hushed, with that cynical ring in his 
voice which all who ever heard him will re- 
member, he began: ‘“ And when asked what 
state he hails from."” I motioned to our 
stenographer to take it down as new matter. 
As goon ase he completed the now famous 
quatrain— 
“ And when asked what state he hails from 

Our sole reply shall. be, 
He hatis from Appomattox 
And its famous apple tree’ 

it was translated from the reporter’s notes 
and sent out in the Associated Press report 
with the direction that it was to be used as 
the introduction to Mr. Conkhing’s speech. 
Unfortunately, as happens in so many in- 
stances, the correction did not overtake the 
original speech. This began with the words: 

“In obedience to instructions which I 
should never dare to disregard, expressing 
also my own firm convictions, I rige, Mr.’ 
President, in behalf of the state of New 
York, to propose a nomination with which 
the country and the republican party can 
grandly win. The election before us is the 
Austerlitz of American politics. It will de- 
cide for many years whether the country 
ghall be republican or Cossack. The su- 
preme need of the hour is not a candidate 
who can carry Michigan. All republican 


‘This quotation is from the speech as it 
appears in the official report ef the conven- 
tion. My memory is that he concluded the 
reference to Michigan with the words: “ Ang 
republican can carry Michigan."’ 

In this satirical reference to Michigan you 
may find the reason for his adoption of 
“ Miles O'Reilly's ” verse. In the preceding 
nominating speeches there had been frequent 
references to the different states from which 
the favorite sons hailed, and this evidently 
provoked Conkling’s departure from the

This bill has again 
and again been enacted by the house of com- 
mons and aa often defeated by the house of 
lords, nor is there any prospect of its ever be-

oe eutel Ths ig all the more awkward 
as matrimonial alliances of widowers with 
the sisters of their dead wives ave perfectly 
legal well nigh anywhere in the British em- 
pire, save in the united kingdom 

The action of the house of lords in this mat- 
ter has been ascribed to the influence of the 
archbishops and bishops occupying seats in 
the gilded chamber, not as spiritual peers, but 
as lords of parliament, and who naturally 
censider it to be their duty to champion the 
cause of the canonical law of the established 
chureh. But this is misleading. There is 
another and much more important reason for 
the animosity of the upper house to the bill— 
an animosity which the influence of the reign- 
ing house has been powerless toallay. Queen 
Victoria made no secret of her wish to have 
the bill passed. For it would have permitted 
the marriage of her widowed son-in-law, the 
late grand duke of Hesse, to her youngest 
daughter, Princess Beatrice, a match upon 
which her heart was set, and which would 
have provided his-motherless girls with a 
suitable guardian in the place of her dead 
daughter, the Grand Duchess Alice. Aware 
of her views, the present king, when prince 
of Wales, his brothers—namely: the late 
duke of Edinburg an@ Coburg, also the late 
duke of Albany, and the duke of Connaught, 
ag well ase the present prince of Wales, the 
late duke of Clarence, and the late duke of 
Cambridge, have all cast their votes as peers 
of the realm in favor of the bill, and. what 
is more, have vigorously championed its 
cause, and endeavored to canvass support for 
it among the hereditary legislators, but with- 
out avail. 

The true reason for the objection of the 
house of lords to the bill is that it would 
affect the succession of a number of peer- 
ages and would raise all sorts of trouble- 
some questions as to the validity of titles. 
In fact, there is no end tothe disturbance 
which it would create in the peerage. Until 
the early part of the last century marriages 
with deceased wives’ sisters were voidable, 
though not ab initio void. That, at any 
rate, was the construction placed by the 
house of lords, sitting as a court of final 
appeal, upon the canonical prohibition of 
matrimonial alliances of this nature. That 
is to say, the marriages were valid until de- 
clared void by the ecclesiastical court, which 
took no action unless any one went to the 
trouble of setting the tribunal in/ motion. 
Now, to put a court such as that in motion 
was an expensive process and only those 
invoked this action who were anxioue to 
prevent titles of nobility and estates from 
passing into other hands. 

It was Lord Lyndhurst, who, when lord 
high chancellor, secured the passage of an 
act in the beginning of the rineteenth cen- 
tury decreeing marriages with deceased 
wives’ sisters as invalid and void without 
any recourse to the tribunals, ecclesiastical 
or civil, 
hurst act. 

ae 

In order to appreciate how this matter 
affects the succession of peerages I may 
mention that fer a time the claims of Henry 
de Vere Vane to the barony of Barnard, 
and to Raby castle and the valuable estates 
which go therewith, were placed in doubt, 
owing to the fact that he was descended 
from the second Lord Barnard’s grandson, 
Morgan Vane, and from the latter's third 
wife, Catherine Brooks, who had been the 
sister of his second wife, Sarah Brooks. 
The committee of privileges of the house of 
lords, after lengthy deliberations extending 
over a period of many months, came to the 
comclusion that at the time when Morgan 
Vane married his deceased wife's sister such 
unions were voidable, though not ab initio 
void, and, thanks to this view, the former 
$1,000 a year government clerk is now Lord 
Barnard, master of Raby castle, and in pos- 
sesaion of an income of $250,000 a year. 

Another case, still more complicated, was 
that of the seventh duke of Beaufort, who 
in June, 1822, married his deceased wife's 
half-eister—that is, her sister by the same 
mother. He had no male issue by his first 
marriage, but an only son by his second mar- 
riage, who became the eighth duke and fath- 
er, therefore, of the present duke. Now the 
eighth and late duke never would have been 
permitted to take possession of the dukedom 
and estates without a bitter contest had not 
his father, the seventh duke, effected a com- 
promise and private understanding with his 
only brother, Lord Granville Somerset, in 
connection with which a large amount of 
money and property passed to Lord Gran- 
ville, thereby Impoverishing the dukedom. 
Had it not been for this, legal proceedings 
inevitably would have ensued, and Lord 
Granville Somerset undoubtedly would have 
claimed both the dukedom and all the en- 
tailed estates, on the ground that the mar- 
riage of his elder brother to his deceased 
wife's half-sister was within the canonical 
prohibitiom Just what view the courte and 
the house of lords would have taken of this 
controversy it is difficult to say; but sooner 
than lay bare all the affaires of their family 
in court, the two brothers agreed to settle 
the matter privately between themselves. 
Lord Granville left five children, three sons 
and two daughters, and as the sone have no 
male issue, all the property thus alienated 
from the ducal house of Beaufort thus will 
pase out of the family to the children of Lord 
Granville’s married daughters. 

Lord Monkswell’s only brother, the well 
known painter and royal academician, John 
Collier, whose dramatic picture, entitled 
‘The Cheat,"’ was the sensation of the acad- 
emy exhibition two years ago, married, first, 
one daughter of Prof. Huxley, and, after 
her death, his wife's sister, going abroad 
for the purpose. His only son ky his first 
marriage, Joyce Collier, now 23 years of age, 
is in the line of succession to the Monkswell 
peerage. But Lawrence Collier, the son by 
the second marriage, a lad now 17 years of 
age, is barred, according to the existing laws, 
from inheriting the family titles and estates. 
In fact, in the eyes of the English law, both 
he and his sister Joan are subjected to all 
the civic disadvantages of illegitimacy. 

This is but one of the many similar tn- 
stances that I could cite. And women who 
“have married the husbands of their real sis- 
ters enjoy an exceedingly equivocal position, 
are barred from court, and are frowned upon 
by society. 

> 

It will doubtless be news to many that the 
agitation which has been in progress for so 
many years for the repeal of all legal tm- 
pediments to marriages with deceased wives’ 
sisters owes its origin to Henry Sykes Thorn- 
ton, the original of ‘‘ Mr. Falconet,” the hero 
of Lord Beaconsfield’s posthumous novel, the 
publication of which in the Times a few years 
ago was the’ literary sensation of the day. 
Henry Sykes Thornton, the college friend of 
Macaulay and the hospitable host of a cir- 
cle comprising William Wilberforce, Sir 
Walter Scott, the poet Wordeworth, and, in 
earlier years, the famous premier, William 
Pitt, married in succession two sisters, 
daughters of the Rev. Dr. Dealtry, rector of 
Clapham, going abroad for the celebration 
of the second marriage. A pillar of the 
church, and a firm supporter of all church 
movements, he wae profoundiy distressed by 
the attitude of all hte church friends to- 
be str his second wife, and at his death left 

a large sum of money in trust for the pur- 
pose of securing, by means of agitation, the

Mr. Henry Sykes Thornton made his home 
in a grand old Georgian house on the western 
side of Clapham common, which for 100 years 
or more has been a center of parliamentary 
life, and where the late William 5B. Glad- 
stone and also Lord Beaconsfield spent 
much of their time when youngmen. Today 
it is occupied by Perey M. Thornton. the con- 
servative member of parliament for Clap- 
ham, who has inherited from his great- 
grandfa the control of the Wiliams 
Deacon in London, the source of the 
fortunes of a family which have played a 
conspicuous role alike in English parlia- 
mentary and church life,

And, on 
the other hand, sincerity of purpose may be 
associated with a wide range of experiences 
and consequent complexity of means and ends, 
While the man of simple life may have less 
dificulty in remair serene and sincere, it 

nevertheless is true that every whole souled fuman being, working out 
his or her own salvation either in a cottage or in a palace, is eminently

Sincerity or Insincerity ennobles or enslaves personality and gets 
the stamp upon character. Simplicity may be assumed; sincerity al- 
ways is genuine. No histrionic powers of imitation successfully and 
permanently can mimic the sincere man. 

Considering the rapid material progress of modern civilization, the 


.#£teadily increasing complexity of economic conditions, and the con- 


eentration of population in large manufacturing centers, it evidently 
is useless to preach the simple life as a mode of conduct for every- 
body when circumstances often absolutely exclude the possibility of 
attempting it, even where individual inclinations toward simple ways 


VERYBODY has been, or is, or hopes to be, 
in love.

The articles of confederation emanated from the atétes, but the 
constitution emanated from the people and the states, It is a com- 
pact, therefore, binding alike upon the states and upon the people. 
Under the constitution the union of. the states not only is made per 
petual but indestructible. And yet H has not destroyed or materially 
impaired the local government of the states. All powers not delegated 
to the United States or prohibited to the states are reserved to the 
states respectively or to the people. Bach estate still enjoys the func- 
tions of local self-government that it pos before the union under 
the constitution. ‘This local sovereignty of the states is indispensable 


to the preservation of the union, for without the states in union there © 
could be no such political body as the United States. ~ 


And, as it is well said by a great statesman and jurist, Mr, Chief 
Justice Chase, “not only, therefore, can there be no loss of separate 
and independent autonomy to the states through their onion under 
the constitution,. but ft may not be unreasonably said that the preser- 
vation of the states and the maintenance of their governments are as 
much within the design and care of the constitution as the preserva-

Men of large affairs, by the nature of their 
calling, are prevented from leading the simple life tn the origina) mean- 
ing of the term “simple.” No president of @ railroad or of a bank, ho 
college president nor manager of a large business concern, no physi- 
clan nor lawyer of repute, no minister with e large congregation—in 
short, no citizen of any community sharing in the work of development 
and improvement, possibly can go back to Arcadia even for a few 
days, and not feel that he'is shirking his,duties or losing opportunities, 
The machinery of government, public or private administration of 
almost any kind of interests, are far from being simple. Even prepa- 
rations for professional or business careers have become so compre 
hensive that no youth can hope to complete them in the same simple 
manner and under the same simple conditions as his elders were en-, 
abled to obtain them. Simplicity, then, does not appear today to be 
the great desideratum. But sincerity always is. In all ages poet and 
sage have praised the truthful character, and sincerity of purpose ever 
has been the secret of great achievement. Sald Antoninus, the Roman 
emperor; ‘“ Love the art, poor as it may be, which thou hast learned 
and be content with it, and pass through the rest of life like one who 
has intrusted to the gods with his whole soul all that has, making 
thyself neither the tyrant nor the slave of any maf.” And again: 
“ Whatever any one does or says, I must be good; just as if the gold 
or the emerald or the purple wére always saying this, ‘Whatever any 
one does or says, I must be emerald and keep my color.” : 
When is a man insincere? When he nses institutions and fellow 
beings, friends, and foes.to further his own selfish ends; when his pre- 
tensions far outstrip his ability; when he bluffs and attempts to conceal 
the incongruity between his tea¢hings and his Hfe. Any inconsistency

Most husbands and wives are bored with eaca 
other because they are strangers. Ag a ruje,,the one man who knows 
nothing about a woman is her huiland, and the one woman who 
knows nothing about a man is his wife. The secret of love is curi- 
osity. ‘The true lover is a daring adventurer who penetrates the un- 
known wilds of the soul of the beloved one. . 

Idiots talk about the monotony of marriage. In point of fact, it 
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This losing one’s head becomes of sinister importance in the 
world when it is appreciated {In how many unexpected ways and in 
what infinitely varying degrees this sense of composure and certainty 
is lost every day to the disadvantage of the loser. Always it reacts 
upon the one losing self-possession; others may be included finally ia 
its results, but the loser certainly is a victim, : 

You have walked occasionally in the street with a person who, by 
no agreement or concession on your part, anconsciously takes the lead 
with you*in everything. You may be talking interestedly with the 
slightest concern of the things around you, but with a touch on your 
elbow here and a word or 4 nod there, you find that he is the directing 
agent everywhere. His office is as natural as it is easy.» He has 
no hesitation at crowded crossiags or thromged doorways or in crowded 
trains.

Observe this type of man the next time you have occasion to be 
with him. You will find that he is ome of those men not easily 
“ rattled.” as a bit of slang of the street ance tersely characterized the 
type. Look a little more closely and you will find that the secret of 
his composure lies in his powers of observance and perhaps in the 
half unconscious adjustment of thonght and movement to the kaleido- 
scopic effects of his environmeat. He doeg or says or smiles or frowns 
the happy thing at the opportune moment You may have occasion te 
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not necessarily entail club life, and may be enjoyed in moderation, 
Tt is an exceptional case, nowadays, when a woman’s home duties 
are so incessant and exacting as not to permit of attendance at a club 
meeting once or twice a month, or even weekly, without her leaving 
“ ondone those things which ¢hould be done,” in order to have that 
pleasure.

History furnishes no parallel to our peculiar system of govern- 
ment. -Under the American constitution we have two sovereignties 
exercising the functions of government within the same territortal 
limits, each independent of the other and each supreme within its 
legitimate sphere. Bach state has its own government, makes its own 
laws, establishes ite own tribunals, elects its own officials, and en- 
forces its mandates and decrees within its own terrftorial limits: and 
although the line which septrates the government of the state from 


the government of the union cannot be traced by the physica] eye, — 


yet, to the well trained eye of the law, ét is almost as clearly defined 
as is the great natural boundary which separates the territories of 
Jowa and IHinois—the Mississippi river, So that these two sovereign- 
ties exercising jurisdiction within the limits of each state are as inde 
pendent of each other in a legal sense as if separated by visible boun- 
daries, and there can be no conflict of jurisdiction between the churts of 
these sovereignties except between courts of the same sovereignty. 
The people naturally look to the state for all the blessings of 
peace and happiness wh they enjoy. It is under the laws of the 
state the rights and/tt es of the people are regulated and protected 
in their relations to one and another as members of a common family, 
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between faith and deed, any disguise of motive for action partake of 
insincerity. Heresy, religious, political, or esthetic, consists in the arti- 
ficiality of ethical principles and ideals. It is the discord between what 
really is believed and what is proclaimed—between confession and 
action. A man may acquire wealth and fame and be insincere, The 
blemish upon Napdleon’s character is insincerity. Great writers, great 
artists, great statesmen, great scientists built their enduring fame 
upon the sincere foundation of straightforward dealings with the nat- 
ural and the moral laws of the world. It is to America’s greatest 
glory that her leading men were sincere men. Or did they become 
leaders on account of their singleness of purpose and transparency of 
alm? Lincoln left a simple life for the complex duties of the president 
of a great republic, but he remained true to his ideals, and sincere ‘n 
his dealings with men and nations, thereby winning a place in history 
among the best and noblegt of a!! the world. 

It has been well said that “ Man judges us by our hits; God, by 
our aime.” The essential insincerity of the greater part of what ‘s 
called “ society life” is recognized by most men and women, yet few 
of us have the moral courage to acknowledge it openly or to apply a 
remedy to it. In this insincerity often lies “ society’s”’ chief distinc- 
tion. Plain, honest thinking and living have become too commonplace 
to satisfy a feverish race of spoiled children of fortune. “ Social lies” 
so closely are interwoven with the texture-of our daily life that the 
original pattern of character often hardly is recognizable. Manners, 
sentiments, so-called convictions, religious, political, or moral, are imi- 
tations of other men’s actions or sayings rather than the result of 
original and genuine effort on our part. 

“ Dare to be yourself” is a precept not easily fullowed. He who 
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is the most sensational form of variety and surprise. Life is too 


‘short to enable a man to do more than skirmish round the portals of 


promiscuous personalities. In order to experience the most exciting 
sensations it is necessary to specialize. By a beneficent arrangement 
of nature each man is able to choose one woman for his explorations, 
and he can never complete his voyage. It is therefore his duty to con- 
centrate all his‘forces. In this sense marriage is the only liberal eda- 
cation. The perfect marriage is a duel of self-sacrifice, in which the 
spoils go to both the victor and the vanquished. Marriage is the uni- 
versity of character, the alma mater of personality. In it a man and 
a woman grow with the highest vitality. By interpreting each other 
they interpret themselves. 

Marriage is often a Hfelong misunderstanding. It ought to be a 
lifelong understanding. To love is to understand, and to be loved is to 
be understood. ‘Therefore I counsel the*younger generation to adopt 
the career of marriage. The only veil worth taking is the veil of 
love, and mafriage is the best monastery or nunnery. 

The great mistake that we make with regard to love is this. We 
confound it with happiness. Happiness is a greatly overrated thing. 
A happy person generally is commonplace. The men and women 
who live their life intensely are those who string the pearls of pleasure 
on the rope of pain. Happiness is the privilege of those who have 
ceased to love. It is spiritual coma. It is a paralysis of the synipa- 
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notice that now and then some one regards him rather admiringly as 
if to say, “ Well, that seems to be a pretty capable sort of chap.” 

And he is, too—don’t doubt it for a moment. No matter what 
place in life he fills, the self-poised man of the type has advantages 
over all competition. He may be in a modest position at small salary, 
or he may be high in the scale of success, but wherever he is he will 
be valued for those qualities which give him self-possession as the 
price of his observations and sane deductions. In whatever problem 
he finds interest he will be able to give to the subject aun undivided 
interest undisturbed by frrelevant conditions and things. 

No man could estimate the ills of everyday business life which 
come of a lack of judgment of the commonest things in business en- 
vironment. Making two appointments for the same hour with persons 
of wholly inimical personalities and interests might ruin a man’s bust 
ness and future prospects. Inability to take note of look, word, or 
intonation may mean a tragedy. Anywhere at any time the failure 
to take one’s “cue” when it might have been plain for the mere 
observing is likely to become of the most serious consequence to the 
young man. There is no one weakness in a man more inexcusable 
from all sides than is blundering. Consciousness of making a blunder 
embarrasses one until his self-possession may be lost; the blunder itseif 
may be trivial, but the consciousness of having made it without show 
of reason has cost many a young man his best prospects in life. 

“TI ought to have known better than that,” ts one of the com- 
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mistress is lacking. No tea, and the fire all gray and cold. Here be 
gins a series of complaints and domestic wrangles. Yet her intentions 
were good, and she had no idea of remaining out so late.” 
It is not to be disputed that the clubite, whether man or woman, 
is gregarious and social rather than domestic, but this generally is a 
matter of temperament, not the effect of club membership, and would 
manifest itsel? as surely were there no such thing as a club in exist- 
ence. Mrs. Jellaby was created before the era of women’s clubs, and 
from time immemorial there have been women who went gadding 
when they should have been minding the baby, or cooking dinner. 
Children may be neglected and fires go out as disastrously when the 
mistress of the house is gossiping with the next door neighbor as when | 
she is at her club; the tendency is the same whatever its outlet. 
Besides, all women have not husbands, nor children, nor house- 
hold duties to demand their attention; and for these the club affords 
not only legitimate pleasure but useful employment. To the «anat- 
tached woman of business, who is many in the land, to the woman of 
leisure who desires to benefit her kind, a good club is not only & re- 
source, it is almost a necessity, It frequently is said that the great 
rival of American women in the attentions of their husbands is business. 
“You never have time for me now,” she said,

Stock prices again showed considerable re- 


covery and there was ae resulting improve- 
ment in sentiment.

The decline 
has been stopped and there has been « con- 
siderable volume of short covering. When 
the short covering is over and when the ram- 

pant enthusiasm occasioned by the reversal 
in prices is over, then there will follow op- 
portunity to consider why stocks should be 
bought. The one thing that stands out is 
the change in business conditions. To what 
extent the checking up in trade will make 
for lower prices for stocks is lett fer the 
prospective investor to figure for himself.

James Aiken Turnbull and Col. Sumner 
Givins, the child's grandfathers, fought a duel with re- 
yolvers to decide which of the grandmothers should 
rule. 

Little Master Givins had no- intention of starting 
trou'ie when he came into the world in January, 1905, 
but he has caused more of it than any two men in that 
section of the southern blue grass country, and that is 
saying much, for not only did he cause trouble between 
his grandmothers and grandfathers, but he came near 
starting a feud between the Turnbulls and the Givinses, 
‘and, as the Turnbulls are related to the Wyatts, the 
Higginses, the Pugsleys,.the Prices, and the Dukes by 
blood and many more families by marriage, and as the 
Givinses are related to the Adairs, and the Chenowyths, 
and Turners, and Whites, and many others, if the feud 
really had started right the result would have been civil 
war through three or four counties.

Left an Orphan at Seven Months. 

The trouble started soon after Master Lee was born. 
His mother was Miss Lucy Lyne Turnbull, so named 
because her mother was an own cousin of Lyne Starling. 
She was one of the belles of that section of the country, 
an only child, pretty, spoiled, and delicate.

breadth. In the history of 
English shipping for nearly seventy years the tramp 
steamer Great Britain, built in 1840, has stood as a 
model of results, plying for fifty years between England 
and Australia. ‘The dimensions of the Great Britain 
were 301 feet in length, 52 feet breadth, and 31: feet 
depth. Can you take pencil and paper and figure more 
tosely these proportions of the ark according te 
Genesis? 

“The ark was of wood. The history of experimenta- 
tion in naval architecture has been that 300 feet is 
about the maximum length for a wooden ship if it shall 
not risk breaking in two. Accepting the cubit as 
eighteen inches, we have as the length of the ark a 
total of 450 feet, with breadth of 75 feet, and a depth of 
45 feet. But under the conditions of its building the 
ark was not for navigation; it was designed simply to 
noat—and for floating safely these are the proportions 
of our modern battleship Ohio and of the 760 foot At- 
lantic liner Mauretania to be floated in 1907. 

“ Six-tenths of the breadth of a ship is essential to 
its safety. This proportion of the ark, after years of 
modern experiments and in the hope of increasing the 
tonnage of a vessel, had been increased to nine-tenths 
in the "80s. In 1880 two great calamities came to British 
shipping because of this failure of naval architects to 
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take the proportions of the ark as material revelations, 
from God, 
In the illustrations showing the ark proportions ot 

depth and the depth of the irom steamers that were buflt 
up to 1885, the down pointing arrows show the line of 

gravity, while those pointing up show the line of 

buoyancy.

Truth Interwoven with Alchemy’s Folly. 


A primal matter is implied, nay, insisted upon, by an 
afrtay of well ascertained facts. Sir William Crookes 
Mentified it with the “radiant matter” in his vacuum 
tubes. It escapes irresistibly from certain substances; 
imprisoned and bound in the fetters of some mysterious 
attraction, it constitutes all. 

That a cioudy intuition of truth was interwoven 
with the mysterious history of alchemy’s folly and 
fraud science then at last knows. The discovery of 
Yadio-active transformations is of yesterday. It dates 
from the work of 1903 of Profs. Rutherford and Soddy, 
university, Montreal, in the “ emana- 
tion” of thorium, and particularly from June 7 that 
year, when Sir William Crookes, in an address at Ber- 
lis, gave vivid expression to his doubts as te the “per- 
manent stability of matter.” 

This is only the beginning; the end is not yet in 
Sight. A new road has been projected, but the en- 
gineering difficulties are numerous and formidable. 

The fundamental teaching of ancient and medieval 
Richemy was-that metals are chemical compounds. it 
Was not an extravagant belief. The facts were witness 
to H.

Atoms Are Not Real Units. 


The modern chemistry, the nineteenth ¢entury idea, 
Was that the metals could not be decomposed by_ force 


Or skill. Their atoms are real units. Sti{f they have 
long been suspected to be divisible ender extraordinary 
comditions. They show wide diversities ini weight. ‘The 
ead atom, for instance, is nearly thirty times heavier 


than the lithium atom. Besides, the atemic weights 
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fall into related series, and hint at some law by which 
indefinitely small particles have variously eollecte4d 
into connected systems. The subtiety and sensitiveness, 
tee, of luminous vibrations, together with the many in- 
tricacies countenanced the opinion that atome might 
be elaborate pieces of mechanism with their parts im 
rapid motion. 

And the paradox that atoms have parts now has 
become a recognized truth of science. They are com- 
plex ageregaies, and the aggregates are liable to go 
te pieces. This is the secret of radic-activity. This 
was the meaning of the radiations from a salt of 
wranium detected by Mr. Henri Becquerel in 1396. They 
implicitiy announced what was little short of a sciep- 
tific revolution. 

How far it will be carried none can foretell. As 
yet the most learned among us have learned little 
more than that some or all of the various forms of 
matter spontaneously decay; and in decaying give rise 
to other forms. The three heaviest metais, ywranium, 
thorium, and radium, are the best known. Prof. 
Rutherford calculates that in about 320,000 years all 
the radium on earth will have been exhausted. 


* 
Radium Composed of Helium and Lead. 


Something will then be left; but it will not he 
radium. Perhaps it will be lead. Indications have 
been gathered that radium is compounded in a trans- 
cendental manner of helium and lead. Helium unques- 
tionably escapes at each stage of its decay, and the 
conjecture is plausible that after the fifth and last 
emission of helium particles lead remains. 

Nor is radium itself believed to be aboriginal. Un- 
less there were a continual source of supply the stock 
evidently would have long ago become exhausted. 
What perishes @ay by day must be renewed day by 
day. The renewal of radium eyidentiy is through 
uranium. The grounds for this view are, first, that 
the two metals never occur separately; uranium abways 
holds a percentage of radium; secondly, this percentage 
has a constant value. This invariability is due to the 
equilibrium between prodtiiction and waste.

Metals Subject to Processes of . Decay. 


It takés a level head and a long head to get a 
grasp on this revolution in chemical ideas. Conserva- 
tion of mass heretofore was regarded as the corner 
stone of the chemical edifice. It assumed matter to De 
indestructible, and indestructible it certainly is by the 
time honored methods of the taboratory. Decompo- 
sition and recomposition, solution and precipitation, 
distiliation, calcination, fractionation, and the other 
learned processes leave the mass exactiy as it was 
before.. Gravity itself is unalterable. But break up 
the atom and we are in a new country. 

Atoms are composed of electrodes or unit particles 
of electricity linked together by forces of tremendous 
power. When these infinitesimal systems. col- 
lapse some of the electrodes issue into the ambient 
ether, others group therfiselves anew into atoms of 
lighter metals; others into helium atoms. But the total 
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atemic weight resulting is less than the weight of 
the original because of the escaped electrodes. 
Whether or not electrodes gravitate the wise men do 
not Know. They possess inertia: yet they appear to 
be outside the force of gravity. In ahaking off their 
atomic bends then they would cease to gravitate and 
mass would be diminished to that degree. 


- * 
Framework of Nature Is Plastic. 


It is all mysterious and partly guess work as yet, 
but a big definite change is clear. Once more, as of 
old, the framework of nature has come to appear 
plastic. Once more “we are confronted with the 
quintessential community of material things.” We 
discern them as bullt up variously out of the same 
subclemental stuff, the primary matter of the an- 
client chemists, which is compounded in subtler and 
subtler forms to the verge of evanescence. 

What’we call electrodes our scientific | ancestors: 
called protyle. which was said to be “potentially 
all things, and, actually, nothing.” That is what was 
said in Fowler's “ Modern Organism.” 

Complex atoms are continually getting reduced 
to a more simple etate through the shedding of their 
component electrodes. And the shed electrodes fo 
the most part reconstitute themselves into systems 
and enter upon independent atomic careers. 

For the rest there is room and to. spare for 
speculation. The metals are curiously inter-related 
both in their qualities and in their distribution. Some 
occur in almost ins@parable companionship. Thus with 
silver. and lead, Mr. Donald Murray has noted that a 
lend mine is a silver mine and a silver mine is a lead 
mine all the world over, yet the chemical attraction 
between silver and lead is slight. and the two metals 
are hot cammon enongh to concur by chance.

Lead the Mother of Silver. 


The -inference was arresistible, and has 
reached by others among the iearned, that silver is 
a disintegration product of lead: And it is interest- 
ing ‘to recollect t@at the old alchemists called lead 
the mother of mefals. Now the persuasion is gaining 
ground that the supplies of the various elements 
existing in the earth are regulated by the propor- 
tion. between their) rates of development and dissolu- 
tion The approximate constancy in the qualities 
present in all quarters of the globe of such rare 
metals -as gold, platinum, thallium, indium, gallium, 
and so on, appears to intimate the* working of a 
genetic iaw. 

This suggests, in Prof. Boddy’s phrase, at 
offspring and parent elements; that they are derived 
from substances more highly elaborated, that they 
give rise, as they in turn spontaneously decompose, 
to others less complex, the relative speed of these in- 
effably slow alterations determining the amount of 
each product found in the earth at a given time.

Before commencing the making of flowers it is ad- 
visable to try the stems with a simple piece of wire 
and narrow strip of paper. Lay the wire ebout one- 
half inch from left edge of paper (1). Turn the onme- 
half inch over to the right with ‘the whole length, 
holding the wire in the cufve (2). Torn downward 
the double paper closé to the wire (3). Holding the 
tep of wire covered with paper firmly between the 
first finger and the thumb of deft hand, with the same 
roll the wire from right to left by a movement of 
fingers only. Keep the left hand in this position unti) 
the stem is finished; this prevents the paper unrdav- 
éling. With first finger and thumb of right hand 
guide the paper in its course down the stem by holding 
the paper firmly round the stem (4). 

SNOWBALLS—Take a sheet of tissue paper, which 
generally is oblong in form. Fold the greater length 
in four and the lesser in three. This forms almost .4 
square. Complete square by cutting off a strip from 
greater side. This may be employed as a. ribben for 
suspending. Fold the squares while still together into 
four, and curve round the corner of open edges, to 
form circles. Whilst still folded, cut open the two 
sides of double folds, three quarters down. Divide the 
quadrant into four by making three cuts, each three- 
quarters of the distance to the center: These prelim- 
inaries are the foundations for almost all balls. For 
snowballs take eighteen circles—ihat is, cut up one 
and one-half sheets of paper in the manner described. 
Before opening out, round the end of each division. 
Open out the circles. Take each point and whilst hold- 
ing in left hand twist the end with thumb and fore- 
finger (5). Care must be taken not to crumple the 
paper, but to give if possible the round form of fore- 
finger. When all are prepared take a length of wire 
about ten inches. Make’a knot at one end with a small 
piece of paper. Then thread on all the circles through 
the center. Draw all tightly together and retain them 
so by making a little loop in the wire, at the same 
time attaching the ribbon. Shake out gently. Dahlia, 
balls may be made in the same way, cutting circles 
half the size and in three shades of paper. A dozen 
circles are sufficient, four of each color. Arrange in 
sprays of five or seven, all the ribbons being of dif- 
ferent lengths. 

WILD ROSE, APPLE BLOSSOM, AND 
CUP.—tThe three flowers have a somewhat 
rangement. For each set of stamens take a length of 
bright yellow crépe paper one inch wide’ and two 
inches long. Feld and fringe one two inch side ex- 
tremely fine in half inch fringes.

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HE old time coneeption of a trade or 
craft was that of a manual occupation 
requiring time and training for its ac- 
quisition. Every man possessed of a

A trade was a “ mystery,” into the secrets 
of which none could enter without having 
first passed an apprenticeship of several 
years. Before being called a tradesman it 
Was necessary that the worker be proficient 
{fn all branches and subdivisions of his pe- 
culiar trade. If he happened to gain entrance 
to a trade by other means than through ap- 
prenticeship he was stamped as an “ illegal 
man ’”’ and his employment was prohibited. 

In recent years, however, this old concep- 
tion has changed. With the gigantic strides 
of modern industry, the rapid introduction of 
labor saving machinery, and the subdivision 
of labor processes a man, in most trades, is 
no longer réequired-to undergo a long period 
of training before he can be called a full 
fledged tradesman.

Machines Make New Conditions. 

For the mechanic or artisan to acquire a 
knowledge of all branches of the trade or 
craft in which ne is engaged is, in most in- 
stances, entirely superfiuous, for it is two 
chances to one that he never will be called 
upon to display. his skillin any but.one branch 
of the trade. In fact; the. acquisition of 
manual dexterity under modern industrial 
conditions often is rendered useless,owing to 
the introduction of a machine or the employ- 
ment of some mechanital deyice whica does 
the work more effectively than it can be done 
by hand. v 

At the present time a m.an need learn but 
one branch, or subdivision, ofa trade in order 
that he may enter his chosen calling as a 
proficient tradesman. As a direct result of 
these modern: conditions, the oid time trades 
are being disintegrated, taereby multiplying 


joccupations at a surprising rate. Years ago 


it was a necessary factor that the mechanic 

learn his craft In its entirety; he must be 

capable of performing ja single operation or 

of performing a complete mechanical process. 
- . 


' Metal Trades Disintegrating. 

Perhaps the trade of machinist has suffered 
more through disintegration in recent years 
than has any other o¢cupation. ‘This has 
been caused mainly through the evolution 
of machine shop equipment, through the in- 
troduction of automatic ang semi-automatic 
machines, which have made it possible for the 
unskilled worker, who has had a few days’ 
practice, to do the work formerly done by 
skilled machinists. 

The trade of machinist has been ** split up” 
until today it bewilders a man to define lt: 
The former branches of the trade have been 
separated from one another ‘éo thoroughly 
that they are classified as separafe trades— 
lathe hands, vise hands, shaper hands, planer 
hands, milling machine hands, slotting.ma- 
chine hands, boring mill hands, strew ma- 
chine hands, gear cutters, drill press hands, 
linotype hands, die sinkers, jig workers, tool 
grinders, toolmakers, and a “‘raft’’ of others, 

; * * 
Many Branches of Cabinet Work. 

The cabinet and furniture maker fs another 
victim of disintegration. In former years the 
cabinet and furniture workers were all round

men, capable of exercising any or all branches 
of the craft. Today he may make 4 table 
top, but not the legs. The man who makes 
the legs cannot make a wardrobe. The man 
who makes a wardrobe cannot make a chest 
of drawers, or a sideboard, or a chiffonier. 
The repair man practically is the only all 
round cabinetmaker of the present time.. The 
others perform only a small part of the craft, 
and like the trade of machinist, the industry 
is essentially a machine industry employing, 
to a large extent, unskilled labor, composed 
mostly of immigrants who learn to operate 
the woodmaking machinery in a short time, 
thereby making it practically uselesss to 
gain a thorough knowledge of cabinetmak- 
ing. 

According to a recent report of the indus- 
trial commission, out of every seventy-five 
men employed in a furniture factory only 
five are skilled mechanics.

Carpenter Cannot Make Doors. 

Carpentry has experienced a great change 
in the last thirty years. Only the older gen- 
eration of house carpenters and a few young- 
er men who have learned their trade under 
the old regulations can make doogs, shutters, 
frames, or sashes with any degree of dexter- 
ity. In recent years the planing milis have 
taken hold of that work, making it.only nec- 
essary for the house carpenter to fit these 
mill products together. 

In early years it was the practice for a 
tallor to make an entire garment, but since 
that time the clothing industry has experi- 
enced a complete revolution on account of 
the introduction of the factory system of 
ready made clothing. This mode of produc- 
tion has caused a division of labor, which 
makes it unnecessary for most garment 
workers to be skillful artisans,’ The system 
is called “* team werk.’’ A team usually con- 
sists of from three to eight men, each of 
whom is engaged on a specific part of the 
garment. In the coatmaking one man does 
the machine stitching, another sews on the 
sleeves, while others do the basting, button- 
hole making, pressing, and finishing, 

. 


Forty-five Kinds of Butchers. 

The cattle hutcher in former days knew the 
butcher bus mess in all its details; he must 
be able to kill and dress a bullock with the 
aid of one or twe helpers. At the present 
time any ordinary laborer can be trained in 
one of the numerous occupations into which 
the trade has been divided within a few 
weeks’ time. The establishment of the large 
slaughtering and meat packing industry has 
been the direct cause of this. It would be 
extremely difficult to find another industry 
where division of labor has beén worked out 
eo ingeniously. The animal to be butchered 
has been. surveyed and laid off like a map; 
the men have been classified in over forty- 
five speciaitiés ana twenty rates of wages, 
ranging from 16 cents to 50 cents an hour. 

In working on the hide alone thére are nine 
positions at eight different rates of pay. The 
sausage makers comprise thirteen different 
occupations, and the beef boners lay claim 
to twenty-five. 

There is hardly a trade at-the present time 
which requires that the workman be an all 
round and capable workman. One branch of 
the trade Usually is all that is required of a 
man to entitle him to recognition in his: spe- 
cial vocation,

OCAL managers of bowling alleys have 
troubles getting good pin boys who 
. “will work steadily. Every race has 
‘been tried from negroes to Syrians, 

- . md the negroes now are in the ma- 
jority. They are not satisfactory, however, 
and white boys are given the preference at 
any time by the keepers. 

It is so. difficult to secure enough white 
boys to work setting pins that the alley 
managers who have to rely on negro help 
evolved a scheme whereby the boys are paid 
2 cents a game for every man who roljs on 
their alleys and in addition get 20 per cent of 
the receipts of their respective alleys. This 
had the desired effect in the majority of 
cases, for the boys now have to work hard 10 
earn their money, and the faster they work 
the more money they make. Since this sys- 
tem of paying has been introduced sbme of 
the pin boys have been known to make $18 
in a week, but the average hard working, 
industrious boy will earn about $12. 

* 
Leave Jobs Without Notice. 

Any white boy can get a job at any time 
at most of the downtown alleys. Most ofthe 
Caucasians who work usually ere members 
of the “ down and outs,” or they are habitual 
tramps who will work long endugh to earn 
$5 or $10 and then leave without an hour's 
notice for parts unknown. There are some, 
however, who stick to the work and like it. 

This is work where the men over 40, if they 
are spry, can get positions as easily as the 
younger men. In one of the downtown alleys 
@& man 52 years old has been a pin boy in the 
place for over five years. Formerly he was 
a cashier in a bank and lost his position fight- 
ing booze. He fell heir recently to $7,000 
which his mother left him, but he is not 
allowed the use of any of the money on ac- 
count of his tendency to fall off the wagon 
whenever he has any large amount to spend. 
His brother invested the money for him and 
allows him $5 a week as spending money. 
If he was given any more he probably would 
kill himself by excessive drinking in a few 
months. As it is he works every day from 
10 in the morning until 11 and 12. at night, 
and the hard work keeps his mind off drink. 


« * 
Old Men Do Boys’ Work. 
Another white boy working in the same 
alleys was a stenographer, earning $25 a 
week, but too much “red eye" brought 
him down to his present position. In an- 


other well known alley in the loop district 


an old man who probably is on the dark side 
of 50 is working as a pin boy and is called 
the “ Banker” by the habitués of the place. 
If the cashier of the resort runs out of change 
the old man is called upon, and’ he always 


can change any amount from his roll of bills, , 


which he carries in an old wallet. To learn 
just how much money the old fellow car- 
ried around with him the clerk one night 
asked him to change a $50 bill. 

To the surprise of every one in the place 
thé old man drew out his wallet and care- 
fully counted the correct amount from his 
roll and still had a few bills left. Yet he 
works for $8 a week and never has missed 
a-whole day since he started to work in the

Even 
this fact did not have the effect of keeping 
the white boys at work in one place and the 
manager, after trying Italians, negroes, 
Irish, Syrians, and Bohemians, thought he 
would get Japanese to do the work... He 
wrote to a friend in San Francisco tomake 
arrangements for the shipment of two dozen 
Japs and was surprised to hear that the 
orientals would not work for him unless he 
would provide them with rooms and board in 
addition to their salaries. Negroes now are 
spotting in his place.

Leave City in the Spring. 

The epring is when the keepers are kept 
awake nights. thinking of ways to secure 
help, for at this time of the year most of the 
boys get spring fever and quit work. About 
the Ist of June most of them gét positions in 


bowling alleys at summer resorts and sfay all. 


season. Others, and there are many, go to 


work in Michigan picking strawberries, go. 


the supply of pin boys is decreased to a con- 
siderable extent during the summer. Around 
the lst of September those who have not 
succeeded in getting into other lines of work 
come back to their old stands and are re- 
ceived with open arms. 

Some time ago the pin boys organized a 
union and every*boy in the downtown alleys 
became @ member. A charter was secured 
and the boys prepared to strike for higher 
wages. A Saturday afternoon at 1 o'clock,

day in the alleys, the boys in every alley 
struck and walked out, leaving the bowlers 
with the balls in their hands. In fifteen min- 
utes every one was back in his usual place 
in the pits and the union soon was abolished. 


Fire Factory’s Fierce Foe:

ERHAPS the most dreadful .word that 

J}. the factory worker can hear is the cry 

of “ fire,” especially when the worker 

is hemgned in om an upper floor with in- 
eadequaté means of escape. 

I was employed at a hosiery factory at 
Kenosha, Wis., when fire broke out im one 
of the warehouses in the midst of a lot of cot- 
tom amd wool, The contents of the warehouse 
were so inflammable, and the fire apread so 
rapidly, that my escape was cut off. The 
emoke poure@ up the stairway and the ele- 
vator shaft, and there wes nothing left for 
me to do but crawl out of a window of one 
of the upper floors. 

The building below was soon a mass of 
flames, and as there was no way to get down 
and no ohanee for rescue, there was noth- 
ing to do but to climb higher. With some 
other men Who had escaped through the win- 
dows I climbed on to the roof of the build- 
ing adjoining. Here we paused, some ten or 
fifteen feet from the burning structure. 

I was helping to handle a line of hose 


through which a stream of weter was being 
thrown upon the flames. In some way I got 
between the hoge and the edge of the roof. 
The next instaat I was sent whirling out into 
the air. 

I have read of people seeing the incidents 
of their past life pass by them in rapid re- 
view in times of peril, but the only thought 
that swept through my mind age! shat down 
towand the plank walk forty feet below was, 
“ How many bones will be broken?’’ 

I hardly had time to be frightened before 
I struck at full lemgth and fairly rebounded 
from the walk. To my own great astonish- 
ment I got up without assistance and walked 
away to a safer place. I hardly had received . 
a acratch. How I escaped being mangled 
and crushed I cammot explain. 

I hiwve a photograph of the ruins of the fire 
and the building from which I fell. When I 
look at this picture now I live the scene 
over again and seem to see myself falling 


and feel once more the terrible sensations of . 


that day. 


Flower Girls on the Street; 


Chancefor MoneyinChicago. 
By Catharine E. Cook. 


N opportunity to build up a success- 
ful business lies in selling flowers on 
the street, just as newspapers are 
sold. In New York City hundreds of 
men and boys sell flowers along Fifth 

avenue on pleasant days, making good profits 
for themselves and their employers, besides 
bringing into the lives of thousands of peo- 
ple a little beauty and sweetness. 

No more refined and humanizing influence 
exists than the love of flowers, and when 
added to this there is a possibility of making 
a profit of from $10 to $50 a day without the 
investment of a single dollar of capital, it 
is strange that so few have undertaken street 
flower selling in the city of Chicago. In 
European cities, especially Italy and France, 
one sees flower girls everywhere. It adds 
to the pleasure of a bright day on the boule- 
vards of Paris to see flowers and pretty girls, 
and creates a spirit of light hearted gayety. 

To render an idea practical, the necessity 
of a plan at once appears. For the sake of 
some one whose practical sense may adopt 
the idea and make it profitable, I will give 
an outline of the record of one man who now 
is in comfortable circumstances, the result 
of managing the etreet sales of two of the 
largest florists in New York City. 


* *s 
How One Man Began Business. 
Heepicked out about fifty smart newsboys, 
principally agnong the Italian, and Jewish 
classes, fitted them up with baskets and caps 
with gilt bands, on which waa printed the 
name of the florist who supplied the flowers. 
He gave each boy ten bunches of violets 
to be sold at 25 cents a bunch. He mapped 
out the routes along which they were to 
travel and stationed himself at a central 
point, easily accessible should the boys sell 
out their stock and need to be replenished. 
The first day his profits on the sales were 
$50, enough to cover the entire cost the 
equipment. Each boy was paid 50 fF **s. 
This was more than they would have! 


selling papers, and at once they became en- 


thustastic. He was just the kind of man to 
manage a gang of boys, encouraging them 
to a friendly competition. He kept back half 
of the money coming to them as a surplus, 
and continued to do so until each boy had a 


> capital of $5 invested. in the business. ‘In 


> this way he kept them anchored to the enter- 
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prise and ran no risk of loss through their 
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stormy he devised ways to keep them en- 
gaged indoors. 


. * 
Daily Profits of $50. 

The result was that he established 4 reg- 
ular business and threugh his reliability and 
tact was on the most friendly terms with 
policemen and firms who otherwise would 
resent hig interference with their interests. 

This is an actual record, and the man now, 
as I have said, is comfortably situated and 
even rich as the result of his persistence and 
industry in managing this business. He be- 
gan without a dollar. His health ls excel- 
lent, most of the time being actively engaged 
outdoors. He now is the owner of one oftha 
largest hothouses in New Jersey and makes 
a speciality of violets, carnations, 
roses, and jonquils. A large potted plant 
trade has developed through the excelient 
idea of having the boys wear caps with git 
bands, on which he stamped his own name 
as dealer. 

This same experience could be duplicated 
in Chicago. Any dealer would: be willing to 
start an honest young man or woman in a 
scheme of this kind, and it would be easy to 
find a dozen bright looking little giris or boys 
who could sell the flowers successfully. One 
flower vender might be stationed near 
Art institute, one near one of the big storés, 


one near the entrance to any of the theaters . 


or along State street, near the Fine Arts 
bullding or the Auditorium hotel, tp fact, any 
place where the crowd is thick, especially the 
crowd of shoppers or pleasure seekers,

Editor of the Worker's Magazine: It is un- | 
necessary to refer to statistics to convince the | 
ordinary individual that men workers are fast oa 

' ‘being relegated to the rear by their sisters, sweet- 
hearts, and others whose relations ere neither 
real nor intended. Women, girlie, and,’{n some 
cases, even infants have invaded nearly every 

, trade or occupation, either securing the male 
worker's discharge or. causing such @ marked re- 
duction in his wages that he no longer ig able prop- 
erly to support himeelf, at the present cost of liv- 
ing, to say nothing of adding th¢ incumbrance of

For this condition the worker, be he male or fe- 
male, is not to blame. Competition in the com- 
mercial world is reepons!ble—not competition to 
see which manufacturer or dealer can make or 
sell the cheapest, but to see which firm can pay 
the biggest dividends to the stockhol¢ers. In or- 
Ger to do this the help is forced to indirectly pay 
the freight. For instance: If an employé should 
receive $20 a week, he is paid $10 or possibly only 
$8. This means that the difference of $520 or $630 
is added to profite;each year. If the number of 
employés its large p can be seen that this item 
alone goes far toward swelling the immense for- 
tunes of these brilliant kings of finance that we 
hear so much about, 

If the poor male worker does not like this treat- 
ment or is unable longer to eke out @ mere ex- 
istence for himself and those depending upon him 
there are plenty of females, whether from necessity 
or choice, ready to take his place and work for.

Descartes Was Well to Do. 

Who have been the great agents of intel- 
lectual progress? Take D as @ typi- 
cal example. He did not, as he himself said, 
feel compelled to make a business of science 
to mitigate his fortune. He retired to a 
corner of Holland, 4 country which then more 
than any other had the merit of compara- 
tive tolerance, and there he fulfilled with- 
out disturbance his philosophic destiny. 

Newton came from a well-to-do family and 
held a high public office, which probably gave 
him much leisure and HNitle fatigue. It is 
safe to say that he always possessed abun- 
dant leisure to follow his profound medita- 
tions without any of the annoying distrac- 
tiona of economic insecurity. 

Darwin, as everybody knows, was always 
in perfectly easy circumstances and literally 
had nothing else to do but to pursue his sei- 
ehtine investigations. Adam Smith, Galileo, 
Hobbes, and many other cetebrities are 
quoted by Prof. Ward as in easy circum- 
stances, whereupon he concludes that by far 
the greater part of the real work of civiliza- 
tion has been done by privileged men, many 
of whom were privileged in a high degree. 

For the highest types of genius, such, for 
example, as are represented by Newton and 
Darwin, privilege is a sine qua non. One of 
the commonest popular mistakes is to con- 
found aggressiveness and belligerency with 
genius. These qualities are almost in inverse 
proportion. Theré ere m eaeervetre men 
who combine great tal ‘with great asser- 
tiveness. Such men were Hobbes, Carlyle, 
Huxley, and Herbert Spencer,

I have heard hundreds of girls talk in the 
hoonday clubs, at the lunch tables, and in the offices and 
cars, and what I have heard makes me believe that the 
worst trouble that besets the girl who works is the lack 
of a home where she has the chance for the rest she 
néeds and where she is shown the usual consideration 


given to a bread winner.

Young Man Has Better Fare. 


You take any man who works, even if it is‘the young- 
est brother who is only getting $8 a week, and from the 
time he begins to draw his pay everything is dane for 
him. He is called in the morning just in time to get 
dressed and to get his breakfast. His mother and sis- 
ters have hot water ready for him ta shave and bathe. 
His breakfast is something good and hot and what he 
likes—if it isn’t you generally will hear fram him. 
When he comes home at night it is only to eat his din- 
ner and go out again, and, while he is dressing, his 
mother and sisters run around and get things ready 
for him. Everything is busy until he leaves the house, 
and when he is gone there is a general picking up after 
him. For all of this ‘perhaps he pays a small hoard 
and perhaps he does not. In any case he rarely is asked 
to do anything about the house. Sundays he is allowed 
to sleep as late as he likes. He smokes, reads, ipunges 
—in shirt sleeves and without collar oF tie if he wishes 
—and, in short, does absolutely as he pleases, all day. 

I am not criticising this, quite the opposite, in fact, 
for I think it is just as it shauld be, It is just simply 
that his right to rest and do as he pleases after sixty 
hours a week in which he is either working oF going 
to and from work—is respected.

If it is 
between her and her sisters she must either do it or 
have @ scrap on her hands, which is just as bad. There 
are many families where this is usual, and probably 
there is not one working girl's home in a hRundred 
where she isn’t always and regularly asked to wipe the 
dishes, even if she isn’t asked to wash them. “ You 
have been sitting down all day, how could you be tired?’ 
is the way the family, even her mother, most often looks 
at it. 

As a rule the girls Saturday afternoon and Sunday 
are still less respected. “Here, you can go to work and 
help me clean up the house,’ is what I get if I go 
home Saturday afternoon, says one Office girl. This 
girl always goes to the matinée now, or somewhere, 30 
she won't have to go home. It was only last Monday 
that a gifl came into one of the rest rooms to lie down 
a little while. “I am always nearly dead after Sunday,” 
she said. “My brothers bring home company, and I 
myself have company, and they generally come to din: 
ner, and there are some always for supper. My mother 
loves company and likes to have young people around, 
and we always have done this way. But it isn’t as easy 
for her as it used to be, and I try to save her, Sunday 
is the only day I can help her much, and so now I take 
the brunt of it all. It is such a habit with us that even 
if we younger ones would get away once in awhile and 
go to a restaurant I doubt if we could get her to go.” 
You could see this girl was a lovely daughter and 
would be a lovely hostess, but she looked frail and all

Exira Work at 50 Cents a Night. 

There is one girl who used te work in our office who 
was the envy of most of the girls there. When we 
had to stay down and work in the evening we were 
given 60—~eents for our supper. If we did not go out 
and worked right through we could go home at 8 o'clock. 
Otherwise we staid until 9. Most of the girls did the 
first way, both to save the money and get home earlier. 
This gitl's mother always had soup, or chowder, or 
chicken noodles, ar something tempting and hot fixed up 
for her when she did get home, and it was the same 
Saturday afternoon—a good lunch was waiting for her. 
We noticed it, for she always used to telephone if she 
was to be delayed. “My mother will get lunch for me 
and she will be disappointed if I do net come,” she would 
say. It abways made the other girls fairly ravenous 
to hear her tell about those noodles with chicken gravy. 

Qf course it can’t always be this way, but what 
seems te me the worst is that nobody seems to feel 
the need for it. Often the warking girl's breakfast is 
just bread and coffee and fruit. When she has to take 
a bread and butter lunch with Wer, as most of them do 
she needs more. I think at least she always ought 
to have a hot breakfast food with plenty of sugar, milk.. 
or eream, if she can get it, in addition to the other. 
Her work is nervous and she is more or lese “ finicky ” 
about what she eats and it has to be something that 
tastes good, and the cream and sugar generally fill the

Tired Girl Longs for Dainties.

Best of all, dinner should be put late 
enough so that she can wash her face and slip into 
semething comfortable and rest a minute before she 
takes it. If she can do this the plain fare will taste 
better—the reason it doesn’t at first is because she is 
teo tired to digest it. 

‘O, I suppose we will haye.a boiled dinner at our 
house,” said one of the girls the other day. “ We always 
have it Thursday nights, and mother never can under- 
stand why I don’t like it.

‘Oo her qne summer when she was working in the hot

You hear other girls say, “O, dear. Ihave to hand 
out all the money that [I do make after working for 
every cent’‘of it.” Perhaps ft is because he has pockets 
to carry his money in that the young man worker is not 
quite so defenseless.

Dear Miss Carson: Doe you think stenography is the best basi- 
nese for a girl to learn? I have a chance to go to business col 
lege, having finished high school, where I can take a course iu 
shorthand er bookkeeping. Or 1 can go into a sm manu fac- 
tory, where they make barometers. thermometers, ete. and after 
a few months’ experience I can get good pay in cutting the gauge 
or ecale of degrees on the glass or metal. Which do you think 
would be the better for me? BETHEL B. 

Since you spell correctly and seem to have a good 
high school edueation, I am inclined to think stenogra- 
phy would be better for you, although there are 80 
many, many girl stenographers who cannot get posi- 
tions at living salaries. I do not know much about this 
other business, but it is open to one objection—the field 
must be limited. I have a friend, a girl who works for a 
big publishing house, and she is an expert in measur- 
ing, billing advertisements, checking up posi- 
tions, key numbera, etc., for a certain kind of mail order 
ads. She has the whole responsibility of her department 
on her shoulders and is doing first @lass work at second 
elase salary. “If I had to start over again,” she says, 
‘] certainty would learn stenography. I would have 
a hundred chances for a position then, if I learned the 
business theroughly and became competent. As it is 
nuw, there isn’t another job in town where I can use 
the skill I have been for years acquiring here. If I quit 
this place. I can’t find another, bot would have to begin 
all over again. My employers know this. | have to 
work just as many hours as they say, I never get 4 va- 
eation, and I can't ask for a better salary.’ Her experi- 
ence may be a lesson to girls that have chances to learn 
odd or unusnval lines of work. If you learn some bust- 
ness where there always is a demand for skilled work- 
ers, you are more independent—and while there’ are 
plenty of stenographers, there is no question that the 
really competent girl always can get a gvod place. But 
whatever you do, learn it thoroughly, and don’t try to

DRESSES CITY CLUB. 
Says Problem Tresbled Hie Hous 
City for Years and Was Finally — 


Solved by Reducing Board to Five 


Members—This Gives ‘Most Satis-_— 
factory Results, He Finds—Retorma 
Hard to Inatitute Because of Tene<« 
ment House Vote. 


After Boston had wrestled with the publie 
school proposition for years without obtain- — 
ing satisfactory results, an association of — 
public spirited citizens took the matter in 
hand and now Boston has one of the best 
systems in the country, said Robert A. Woods 
of Boston.at a noonday meeting of the City 
club yesterday. Mr. Woods is the head of the 
East End house, an organization of the type 
of Hull house in Chicago, and js well known 
as a philanthropic worker. 

“ The Public School association found that 
the Boston school board was ezitirely too un-. 
wieldy to accomplish anything definite,” sald 
he, “and then it went to work to reform 
matters. Now the Boston board of education 
has but five members; they look after every 
feature of the public school system, and 
the results are highly satisfactory. : 

““ We owe much to the success of our pubiie 
school system to the fact that we allow the 
women a voice in their government, and I 
hope the day will come soon when women wil} 
oe a vote on the subject of street cleanse 

, : 


Board in Charge of Playgrounds. 

Mr. Woods said a proposition of much ime 
terest In Boston right now was the turning of 
all municipal play grounds over, to the school 
board. ‘ The board is in a better position te 
look after them than any one else,” he said 

“ Boston is a city governed 2 ed by the 
tenement district,” Mr. Woods. declared, 
“and reform movements are difficult propo- 
sitions. Two distinct types, the New Eng- 
land Yankees and the Irish element are con- 
stantly striving for supremacy and twe 
classes in more direct contrast could = pa 
imagined. Then we have a mayor of 
superficial intelligence, who has cvedenualt 
to his present position from the role of ward 
boss, and we can look to him fer little ag- 
sistance.” 

Mr. Woods pleaded for encouragement for 
the young men of the immigrant class coming 
to America to enter business pursuits. He 
said the way to politics was easily paved for 
them and -every effort should be made to 

them out of it. Hesaid they made good 
citizens in business and trades, but they, did 
not belong in politics. 


Boston Has “City Beautiful” Plans, 

The speaker told of the recent organization 
of the Boston City club and of other reform 
organizations, together with the work they 
had done and what they had in prospect. He 
briefly outlined the movement for a “ city 
beautiful" for Boston, and the proposition of 
encouraging industrial education in the state, 

Mr. Woods,also discussed the tramp evil, 
which he said Massachysetts had contended 
with for years. 

** But we finally passed laws which put the 
state on every tramp’s black list," he said,’ 
“and now we are anxious to have other come 
monwealths dothe samething. The number 


of tramps seen in sixty-six towns tn the state 


was lessened 70 per cent tn the first year after 
our tramp law took effect.”

The purpose of this is to pre- 
vent the entrance of insects and keep the ear 
clean, The layers of wax dry in scales, which 
rapidly fall away, thus removing with them 
every particle of dust or other foreign mat- 
ter which have found entrance into the ear, 
Nothing more irritating than a few dr 
of olive or sweet oll, warmed to a tempera- 
ture a little above blood heat, should be 
placed in the ear.

New York. — [Special Correspondence.)— 
What Victor Mapes said to me about “ The 
Grand Galeoto ’ and “ The Spoilers ’’ at Chi- 


satisfied their desire to present finely liter- 
ary plays that were hopeless commercially. 
Well, in a whole week of that masterpiece. 
representing advanced dramatic art in Spain, 
we took in lese than $100, aside from the sub- 
scription money.

Happy. Ending 
Not Necessary. 


The men and the women that are writing 
for the stage now have, on the whole, aban- 
doned the happy ending to those. playwrights 
who tupply the public with sugar plums in- 
stead..of life. The really notable and signifi- 
cant dramas that are being written are those 
that are true to life. Only the most foolish 
of men would say that in life the happy end- 
ing is worked overtime. 

Shakspeare’s plays ended, most of them, in 
a hurricane of killing. Even tn some of his 
comedies the ending is not as happy as it 
would have been had the comedy been writ- 
ten by any one of a number of large hearted 
gentlemen who cannot bear to have the 
theatergoing public think, and who would 
rather have that public langh than cry. 

Bronson Howard, who, in the plays that 
he wrote for the stage, did his share toward 
promulgating the happy ending, has in those 
Plays which he has had printed eschewed 
the happy ending in favor of the logica! one. 

—~>- 

The happy ending grows out of the farce 
that used to follow the presentation of each 
of the old time plays. In the play the end- 
ing would be unhappy. Then, within a few 
minutes of the time of the suicide, or murder, 
or banishment of the prineipal character or 
characters, the curtaln would go up on a roar- 
ing farce. The*audiénce wae sent home 
happy. In many of the old bills there eppears 
the name of the chief actor as the principal 
figure in both the principal play end the farce. 

The farce which follopred the piéce de ré- 
sistance of the evening falling Into disuse, the 
playwrights got the idea that they had to 
send the audience home happy, no matter 
what happened, so they replaced the farce 
with the happy ending. 

Aside from the tragedians, the actors ac- 
cepted and played those piays in which the 
ending was happy. Then the works of Ibsen, 
engineered by William Archer.

It died hard. Commercial managers point- 
ad to the great reacipits that they took with 
plays which had happy endings. They aiso 
‘pointed to the fact that Ibsen did not “ turn 
For awhile it seemed almost 
as if the invasion of Ibsen, go long delayed, 
was to bé defeated—that-the happy ending 
was too strongly intrenched to be dislodged. 

Bernard Shaw saved the day. It was he 
who pointed out that the play with the happy 
ending would, in the future, be judged by 
those who had seen the Ibsen plays. He 
showed that, whereas, before the invasion 
of Ibsen, the happy ending went unchal- 
lenged, after the playing of nine of Ibsen's 
piays during one London season one of the 
happy ending plays of Comyhs Carr, one of 
Henry Irving's playwrighte, was laughed off 
the stage. Shaw showed that the public in- 
sisted upon some resemblance to truth, and 
resented the intrusion of an illogical happy 
ending. The writers for the stage of today 
(excepting, of course, the purveyors of sugar 
Plums) are losing their love for the happy 
ending that used to be dragged in at all 
costs. : 

Within a few years taste has advanced so 
far that, were *' Zaga ” to be now in its first 
season on the American ¢tage, David Belasco 
would not have to maim it as he did when 
he produced it some years ago, In the orig- 
inal French the ending was artistic.and un-

A fact to which the attention of everybody 
who has written a play, who is now wfiting 
one, or who is thinking of writing’ one may 
be profitably drawn ig that plays nowadays 
are getting along remarkably wel! without 
any of the villainy that used to be necessary 
to the drama. 

In the exhibitions of Shakspeare given hy 
Robert Mantel] the character of lago, for in- 
stance, created first a success of surprise 
before it worked its way into the admiration 
of the audience because of the excellence with 
which it was acted. The Iago type has be- 
come unfashiqnable on the modern stage. 

Men and women in the drama of today no 
longer wholly are bad. They are gray rather 


made for them than used to be made. 

In “ The Three of Us,”’ one of this year’s 
successes, there is a bad brother, but he 
checks himself before he goes too far. In 
‘' The Great Divide ’’ there is no thoroughly 
eae man connected with the play in any ca- 

city whatever. It is getting so that a state- 
ment like that will win friends for a play. 
People who have more than the lowest type 
of intelligence know that the old stage villain 
never existed except on the stage, and that 
plays that have any pretensions to being 
pictures of life have no business with him. 

“ The Man of the Hour,” another success of 
the year, reaches the extreme boundaries of 
its villainy in a couple of political bosses. In

Under them 
it is possible for the people to go into the street car business any time they 


decide they want to. 


But Mayor Dunne is fighting these ordinances with all the ‘force he is 


capable of. 


He says they will not do at all. The simple old fashi 


ed 


way of striking a bargain, where the man who wants to buy goes to the 


man who has the property and they comie to an agreement over the price 


and the time of delivery of the goods, does not suit his peculiar ideas at all. 


It is too direct a proceeding. 


What he wants to do is to start law suits to condemn the traction 
properties. He says:he can obtain them in this'way in six months. There 


is not a good lawyer in Chicago but will tell him the claim is pre 


terous. 


“All we have to do,”’ says he, “‘is to get the lower court, in condemnation 
proceedings, to put a value on the properties, pay the money into court 
and take possession. It can be done in six months. The companies can 
take an-appeal if they want to, but we will be running the street car lines.” 

He explains also why he had not kept his pledge of the night before 
the last election to have municipal ownership of street cars in Chicago 


within nine months. 


‘I said I would start immediate proceedings to 


procure it,’’ was his excuse and then he went on to tell ‘how he had kept this 
promise by appointing Clarence S. Darrow and Glen E. Plumb special 
traction counsel, and sending a couple of messages to the council advocating 
measures which the aldermen rejected as impracticable. 

The fact is that when he was running for mayor he said nothing about 


starting “immediate proceedings to procure municipal ownership.” 
was taken for granted he would do. that.

What he promised the voters 


was that if they elected Aim he w>-ld have municipal ownership in Chicago 


within nine months at the furthest. 


How that promise has been broken 


as well as the second one to get it in two years, every man in Chicago 


knows. 


His last: pledge that if re-elected he will get possession of the traction 
properties within six months by condemnation proceedings is causing 
every voter who knows the least bit about law and legal methods to laugh 


openly. 


‘In the first place the city has not yet got the millions of dollars it 
would have to pay into court in case he were able to get through with the 


lower courts in the time he names. 


It has no chance of getting the money 


at all unless the Supreme court decides in favor of both the Mueller law 
and the $75,000,000 worth of certificates proposed to be issued under it. 

‘ That decision is in grave doubt. The court may sustain the law and 
yet decide against the correctness of the form drawn for the certificates 
and then it would be-impossible to do anything to rectify the mistake until, 
the next election, which will be a year from now. 


It is possible the court may decide flatly against the law. 


If this is 


done the city cannot go into the street car business at all, let alone raise 
any money for that purpose, until the legislature has passed another law to 


meet the court’s objections. 


Outside of the money question not a disinterested lawyer of good 
standing can bé found who will agree that a decision in the lower courts 
even could be had in the six months he names or anything like that period. 
In a case of this magnitude it would take ‘more than six months to prepare 
the pleadings,and raise the issue. Then it would have to wait its turn for trial 
and the County court docket is always crowded. Whether the mayor 
thinks the new Municipal courts have jurisdiction, and he can go into one 
of them in the morning and get a verdict before lunch, he does not say. 

_ Lawyers are also laughing at his assumption that the city can take 
possession of the property as soon as a verdict of condemnation is had in 
the lower court and the price fixed. They point out that the companies 
undoubtedly would deny the right of the city to acquire their lines by con- 


i demnation proceedings at all, and before this point could be determined 


the case would have to go to the Supreme court of the United States at least 
once and perhaps more times. Until this suit could be decided—and it would 
take about as many years as the mayor is now talking about months—the 
companies would hold on to their properties and run them in any way they 
could make the most money out of them.. There would be no improved 


street car service-for Chicago. 


But Mayor Dunne, who is a lawyer and has 


been a judge, speaks of condemning these properties as # it were as simple 
a matter as securing a suburban lot to build a school house on.

[FOREIGN COR BNCB OF THE TRIBUNGE. ] 


LONDON, March 7.—Dr. Joseph Parker's 
successor at the City temple, the Rev. Regi- 
nald John Campbell, has just achieved an 
astonishing literary feat. His recent ser- 
mons, expounding what has come to be called 
“the new theology,’’ were #0 much in ac- 
cor@ with modern scientific views and so lit- 
tle in accord with the old dogmas that they 
made a sensation. The newspapers were 
fille? with the subject, and a good deal was 
cabled to America about it. Every clergy- 
man thundered back at Mr. Campbell, and 
“ Constant Reader” outdid himself in writ- 
ing letters to every available editor in more 
or lese violent criticism of “ the new the- 
ology." 

Four weeks ago it was suggested to Mr. 
Campbell that it would be a good plan to 
write a book on the subject, giving a correct 
statement of his views as.a whole, instead 
of taking any part in the controversy that 
had -been aroused. The conversation con- 
cerning this book es told to me by one who 
took part in it was characteristic of Mr. 
Campbell. 

Makes Up Mind in Two Minutes. 

My friend saw him by appointment at the 
City temple. Mr. Campbell was closeted 
with some other clergyman, organizing some 
kind of a “‘new theology > campaign. He 
came outside saying he could spare just two 
minutes. The suggestion was laid before 
him in about twenty words. 

“ That is a good plan,” said Mr. Campbell, 
tersely. “I will do it.”’ 

“ But it ought to be done at the earliest 
possible moment.” 

“It shall be,” was the answer. ‘I start 
on my vacation a week hence; I was going 
to write another book during that vacation, 
I will put that off and write this book. It 
will be about 70,000 words, and will be ready 
in four weeks. Good day.”’ 

The publishing man left with the impres- 
sion that Mr. Campbell did not expect to be 
taken literally, and turned up two days later 
with the contract specifying that 70,000 words 
should be completed in four weeks, with the 
expectation that a considerable modification 
would be required. Not a bit of it. The 
clergyman swept his eye down through the 
contract, signed it, and said ‘‘ good day ”’ 
again, before the other man hardly knew 
what had happened. 


Writes Book in Three Weeks. 

Exactly fourteen days later the publisher 
received from Mr. Campbell’s retreat down 
in Cornwall the first halt of the book, and 
seven Gays later the second half, typewrit- 
ten, revised, corrected, complete in every 
detail, exactly one week ahead of time. 

The book is to be published about the mid- 
@le of March. I have seen some of the 
manuscript and found in it no indication of 
the fact that the book had been written in 
three weeks, It is a lucid, clean cut, and 
carefully reasoned restatement of the foun- 
datione of the Christian doctrines, an attack 
not against venerable creeds but against 
the popular theology of the churches which 
the author believes to be misleading, unethi- 
eal, and the chief reason for the abstention 
of thoughtful men from public worship. 

Mr. Campbell holds that the main principles 
of “ the new theology ” are accepted already 
all over the world, that It Ie “ the religious 
articulation. of the labor movement, and of 
the findings of modern science.” 

It is safe to say that the book will make 
a sensation. I understand that.it is to be 
published in America, almost immediately 
after its appearance in England, if not on 
the same day. 


“Priscilla’s Fortnight” Dramatized. 

The anonymous author of “ EMzabeth and 
Her German Garden” and “ Princess Priscil- 
la’s Fortnight ’’ has juet dramatized for her- 
self the latter book. which was well suited 
to stage purposes. She is in London at the 
present moment, and it seems a pity that 
her name cannot be revealed, for apparently 
almost every one in the London literary set 
knowe quite well what It Is. 

E. W. Horming was tempted away from 
novel writing by the success of the dramatic 
version of his “‘ Rafflee,”’ and has now finished 
the dramatizing of at least one other of his 
own novele. But the writing of novels is 
what he really cares for most, and Iam happy 
to make it known that he has now begun 
work on a novel that has been In his mind 
for the last two vears. It is going to be se- 
rious, careful work, more in the character of 
his ** Peccavi’’ than along the lines of “ Raf- 
fies.’"" The few who have been permitted to 
hear the plot of the story believe it is going 
to be the most lasting work this gifted novel- 
ist has yet done. If all goes well it will be 
finished in the early autumn. 


Author Returns to Warsaw.

Past Master in Political Aris. 


The Irishman in Chicago, like the Irishman in every 
other part of the world, presents a study in political 
contrasts. Primarily, the Irishman is a politician and 
his deftness in the arts and crafts of political manipu- 
lation always has been past the undersfanding of his 
fellow workers in the new republic. THs trait of the 
Gaelic mind is based on the same cause that makes the 
Jew, deprived for centuries of thé opportunity to earn 
money, the first to grasp commercial advantages when 
no .restrictions are placed on his effort. .In his own 
country the Irishman is denied many political benefits 
and that fact makes him the first to exercise them in 
a land that recognizes no civil distinctions. 

The first politician in Chicago was the son of an 
Irish. father and a Pottawatomie Indian mother. His 
name was “Billy’’ Caldwell, and it is recorded of “Billy” 
that his chief pride in life was in having an Irishman 
for a father. “Billy” was a justice of the peace for 
several years prior to 1826, and when Mark Beaubien 
buflt the first tavern that ever was erected within the 
present limits of Chicago it is said that he could think 
of a no greater man than “Billy” 
Caldwell rendered splendid service in the adjustment 
of difficulties that sprang up between the settlers and 
the Indians, and in recognition of this work the depart- 
ment of Indian affairs at Washington built him a fine 
house’on the present corner of State street and Chi- 
cago avenue and gave him an annual pension of $1,000 


until his death.

Chicago's First Politician Was Irish. 


While “ Billy” Caldwell gloried in the fact that his 
father was an Irishman, he bore the Indian nickname, 
“Sauganash,” meaning Englishman. This was the name 
that: Beaubien gave to his tavern, and while Caldwell 
recognized the honor paid. him by his fellow townsman, 
he never. ceased ‘to resent the nickname in the most ap- 
proved: Irish: fashion. It stuck to him, though, as long 
as he lived. “Billy” was Chicago’s first but hardly her 
last Irish. politician, and while many of his fellow 
countrymen failed to live up to his high standard of 
cannot be said that the average 
Irishman is without his love of good government and 
high citizenship. 

The political activity of the Irish in Chicago has 
been marked ever since they have been a factor in the 
city’s population and at times this aggressiveness has 
been of sufficient. proportions to make the city hall their 
While at times Irish 
officeholders’ have been subject_to just criticism,: they 
mors often have been found at the head of movements 
for reform and good government. The Irishman stands 
out as a credit to the city in the making of which he 
has played such a prominent part. His essentially 
tender nature and the warmth of his affections ar 
things that in the past sometimes have made the sot 
of Erin a prey to designing leaders in the game of 
politics or a follower in a cause unworthy of his loyal 


devotion.

City’s ‘Irish No Longer Colonized. 

There are no longer any colony: limits for the Irish 
in Chicago. Thirty years ago most of these people had 
their homes in the old Bridgeport settlement out near 
the stockyards, or off to the southwest of the city along 
the Illinois and Michigan carial. Recently. the whole 
Stockyards district has been changed in its racial com- 
plexion by the influx of immigrants from the countries 
of southern Europe, but in spite of this, the Irish still 
are to be found there in great numbers. 

In former times the new arrivals from Ireland sought 
and usually found employment in the live stock in- 
dustries at the yards almost as soon 4s they reached 
the city. Twenty-five years ago there were a dozen 
Irish laborers te one of every other nationality in the 


i ses, but as the size of the plants increased 
peep we d for more workers, and 


there was an imperative deman 
as the American pilgrimage from the congested parts 
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of southern Burope began about that time it was not 
many years until the keener Competition from this source 
drove the Irish ‘laborers into other fields of activity. 
At present there are hundreds of Irishmen at work in 


the stockyards, but their numbers are rapidly decreas- 


ing. 

Another Irish settlement -that still retains. much of 
its old identity is the one along Archer ‘avenue, or the 
old .“Archey” road, as it formerly was known. This 
territory for years was inhabited. by Irish and many of 
them and their descendants still live there... When the 
building operations of .the Illinois and Michigan canal 
were in full force most of the laborers were Irish, and 
from the money they earned at that time many of the 
heads of families. bought modest homes. These are still 


‘ retained by the children of the canal workmen and are 


used either by them as dwelling places or rented to 
the later arrivals from the old country. 

The Archer avenue settlement was centered around 
the old Holy. Family. church, and many of those who 
have prospered sufficiently to live in a more congenial 
part of the city, if they cared to do so, still make their 
home near the old church. 

While politics always tas been the Irishman’s nat- 
ural field of activity, he has prospered greatly in nearly 
every line of commercial and professional pursuit. Many 
of the packing houses in which the members of his 
race once worked as laborers now are owned by Irish- 
men, and the foremen and superintendents in nearly all 
the houses still are of that persuasion. Along Halsted 


‘ street. inthe vicinity of the stockyards, where he once 


was a tenant. the Irishman now is a property owner 
and a taxpayer and of most of the smaller business 
establishments in the vicinity of his old settlements 
the proprietor is of Irish birth or descent. Hundreds 
of men well up toward the top in the business world 
of Chicago trace their lineage to the Emerald isle. 


* * 
First V olunteers in Civil War. 

In the military history of their adopted country the 
Irish have borne an important part an@ the. members 
of the race in Chicago have been no _ less .conspicuous 
on the field of strife than were their fellow patriots 
in other parts of the country. During the first year of 
the city’s incorporation an Irish military company was 
formed for the protection of life and property. This 
organization was known as the Montgomery guards and 
this name was changed later to that of the Robert 
Emmet guards. When the civil war broke out the name 
was changed again, this time to the Shields guards, and 
this body had the honor later of being the first volun- 
teer military organization in the United States to offer 
its services to the government. This offer was made 
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on Jan. 14, 1861, and in a letter to the president the 
little company made known -its -willingness to serve 
the country in whatever capacity the president might 
see fit to direct. 

A few months later some of the leading Irishmen 
of the city, headed by Col» (afterwards Gen.) Mul- 
ligan and a few others, started out to organize anda 
equip an Irish regiment for service in the war of the 
rebellion. Among those who. assisted Gen. Mulligan 
in this effort were Ald. Comiskey and M. C. Mece- 
Donald; Capt. M. Gleason, C. EB. Moore, J. C. Phillips, 
Daniel Quirk, F. McMurray, Peter Casey, Daniel Mc- 
Elroy, John Tully; Philip Conley, and T J. Kinsella. 
These men issued a call for a massmeeting, the an- 
nounced . purpose of which was. to organize a regiment, 
and pursuant to the call there was a monster gathering 
at Bryan hall. The meeting was addressed by Mulli- 
gan, who told of the deeds of bravery for which Irish- 
men were famous and urged the formation of a regiment 
which would make the -name of Ireland famous in the 
new world just as it was in the old. 


* * 
Irish Regiment as Independent Fighters. 


As a result of this meeting nearly 400 names were 
added to the lst of those who already had volunteered 
to go to the front without delay and every arrangement 
was made to do so when word came from Washington 
that the Illinois quota had been secured. Mulligan was 
greatly disappointed at this, but was determined not to 
give up. After consulting with friends he went per- 
sonally to Washington to see the president and after 


a long conference secured the latter’s consent to en- 
list the Irish regiment as an independent body of 
fighters. 


Hastening back to Chicago, this distinguished Irish- 
man set to work to drill his men and in a few months 
this regiment, afterwards known as the Twenty-third 
Illinois Volunteer infantry, went away to the front with 
more than 900 men. Of this number a mere handful 
returned to Chicago four years later after the regi- 
ment had distinguished itself in a score of battles. 

In the semi-military field the Irishman has no equal, 
as every one knows who is at all familiar with his 
record as a policeman. The Chicago police force, like 
the police force in every other American city, is com- 
posed almost entirely of Irishmen. Fitted by nature 
with a strong physique and an even temper, the Irish 
patrolman makes an ideal officer, especially in a city 
like this, where crossings must be watched and where 
criminals of a desperate nature often make their head- 


ney Opis | 
criticism that was ever made of the Chicago po- 
lice department has been directed against the rank and 
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file. Time and again the brave men on whom the city 
depends for protection have been called upon to ly 
down their lives in the performance of their duties and 
seldom has it been recorded that a man was found 
wanting when the great sacrifice was called for. In the 
many labor difficulties with which the city has had to 
grapple and during the stormy days when anarchy tried 
to rule, the Irish police officer stood ready to lose his 
life in the preservation of lives and property of his 
fellow citizens. 

No proper estimate could be made of the influence of 
the Irish race on the development of Chicago. In every 
line of endeavor they have left their, mark of con- 
structive effort and still are a mighty factor in the 
growth of the city. In the educational field no people 
have done so much as the sons and daughters of Ire- 
land. 
Essentially, the Irishman is a brain worker; it is to 
the credit of the race.that so many of the teachers, 
miaisters, lawyers, and other professional men in Chi- 
cago ‘today are of Irish birth or descent. Of the 6,000 
school teachers in Chicago it can be given on the au- 
thority of members of the board of education that 
approximately ‘half are Irish. One-third of the lawyers 
in Chicago can trace their lineage back to Ireland, 
and of ‘the children in the public schools at least one- 
third are of Irish parentage. This percentage of school 
children would be still higher were it not for the fact 
that more than 75,000 Irish children receive their early 
education in the parochial schools. 

a * 


Eager to Secure Education for Children. 


Traditionally committed to the religion of Rome, the 
Irish parent prefers. to educate his children at his own 
expense, if by so doing he can combine their religious 
with their educational .training, rather than send them 
to the public schools.. The value of the parochial schools 
in Chicago, which are mafntained almost exclusively by 
the Irish, reaches into the millions, and when it is re- 
membered that the Irish property owner must. con- 
tribute to the support of the public school system, from 
which he often exacts no benefits in return, it can be 
seen how eager the race is to secure the advantages of 
education. The Irish contributions to the ranks of the 
learned in Chicago are all out of proportion to the num- 
bers of these people, and goes to show a condition of 
mind as healthy as the vigorous physica! strength with 
which the Irish are endowed. 

In connection with the educational advancement of 
the Irish #t may be well to speak of the recent move- 
ment te revive the old Gaelic language, literature, and 
sports, which lately has been given much attention by 
the Irish.in Chicago. Less than two years ago the Gaelic 
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league was,formed with less than fifteen members, and 
from this start the organization has a membership ap- 
proximately of 500 and is growing rapidly. 

Mr. Dillon, who perhaps has done more than any 
other Irishman in the city to further the teachings of 
the league, firmly is convinced that the Irish, as a 
people, are destined to become in .the future, as they 
have been in the past, one of the greatest of nations and 
the Gaelic league, in his estimation, is the forcé that 
ultimately will lift his native country to this desired 
elevation. . |

Seven Irish Mayors of Chicago. 
Seven of the mayors of Chicago have been Irish. All 
but four of the superintendents of police have been of 
that race. With the exception of a few years the fire

dpartment has been ruled by an Irishman and if a list | 


of all the aldermen that ever sat in the city council 
could be had it would be seen that few of them were 
of any other nationality. Put a dozen laborers, fresh 
from as many different European countries at work in 
Chicago and who will tell eleven of them how to cast 
their first vote? Will Oscar, or Adolph, or Giuseppi, or 
Alphonse, or Don, or Isaac, or Ching? Not much. In a 
willing single file the whole bunch will be marched 
straight to the polls by the son of the Emerald isle, 
and ‘there they will be given their first lesson in the 
art of “voting right.” : 

Within the last few years the Irishmen of Chicago, 
having firmly established themselves in the new coun- 
try, are turning their attention to the mother country 
and in the movement toward political freedom at home 
the Irish Americans of Chicago have wielded and are 
wielding no small influence. Every year an increasing 
number of Irishmen from this city pay a visit to ‘the 
old folks at. home, and much material support for the 
mother country is taken back each year by the travel- 
ers.

Comfort and Support for Mother Country. 


Since the Irish land laws were revised with a view 
to giving the Irish an opportunity to purchase the soil 
on which they were tenants so many years there has 
been a revival of the hope for a free country in the 
breasts of American Irish. In Chicago it is estimated 
that nearly half a million dollars annually is given to- 
ward the support of the loved ones in the mother 
land, and as the prosperity of the Irish here increases 
there will be an ever growing fund for the redemption 
of Ireland. 

The leaders among the Irish people in Chicago are 
convinced that the movement to restore Ireland to its 
former greatness must have a tremendous impetus from 
outside sources. Realizing as they do that immigration 
of the volume that formerly came to this country from 
Ireland irrevocably would drain the strength of the 
mother country, the Irish in this city to a certain ex- 
tent have used their influence to keep the young men 
of Ireland at home. With the flood of newcomers from 
the south of Europe every year the local leaders among 
the Irish have seen the former opportunities of the 
immigrant from his own country dwindling from a cr- 
tainty to a doubtful chance, and in the letters that go 
home every year there is an increasing tendency to 
advise against coming to America. :

New Era. Dawning for Ireland. 

With the organization of the Gaelic league and the 
readjustment of political problems in Ireland, the think- 
ing Chicago Irishman sees the dawn of a new era for 
his native country and for that reason he believes there 
shortly will be a great need of young Irishmen and 
women to act as a nucleus for the redevelopment he 
believes is at hand. While the Irish, unlike their brother 
immigrants from other parts of Europe, do not come 
here to replenish their fortunes with a view of return- 
ing to the old country to live in comparative wealth, 
it is their belief that a young Irish man at home has, 
or shortly will have, an opportunity equal to the one he 
would have in Chicago. 

Conditions have changed greatly since the present 
leaders of the Irish in Chicago left their native country 
to try their fortunes in the new world, and these 
changes have not been to the advantage of the new- 
comer from Europe. 

The strength of the Irish in Chicago is reflected in 
the development of their fraternal organizations. Of 
these the greatest, of course, is the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians, This society is one of the strongest of its 
kind in the country and has approximately 10,000 active 
members. Recently the order contracted for 4 magnifi- 
cent new building, which soon is to be erected at Ogden 
and Leavitt streets. The new home of the order, when 
completed, will be one of the finest in the country and 
will add greatly to the prestige which the Hibernians 
already enjoy. The A. O. H. is divided into forty-one 
divisions, with as many local headuarters, and the field 
of the organization’s activities extends to every part 
of the city.

Societies Keep Irishmen United. , 
In many parts of the city the social life of the Irish 


citizens centers around the Hibernian order, and the 
number of picnics and balls that are given each year 
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OMEBODY has said that “The history of 
the Irish in America ig the history of 
America.” It probably was an Irishman 
who said this, but is near enough the 
truth to pass. 

The Irish helped to settle America. They 
had their full share in the country’s col- 
onizatien. They helped to conquer the wil- 
_derness. They fostered and furthered the idea of pa- 
tional independence, and fought for it with a bravery 
that never has been surpassed. They have made the 
country’s laws and sung its songs|/and written its books, 
In times of need none have been more ready than the 
Irish to shoulder arms, whether we fought with Eng- 
‘land, or Mexico, or Spain, or to preserve the union, 

Wherever something is to be done, or said, or 
planned, the Irishman is found ready for his part, and 
to him is due much of the country’s glory in material 
accomplishment and spiritual progress. 

There are 1,618,567 Irish born people in America, 
which is 15.6 of all the foreign born population. It Is 
pointed out that this is a decrease from 1850, when they 
constituted 42 per cent of all the foreign born popula- 
tion. Of quite different Import, however, would be an 
estimate of those included in that indefinite term, “Irish 
descent,” which, as a statistician points out, constantly 
is increasing—-and as he also points out, never dividing 
down to a strain too small to be yirile and easily recog- 
nizable, whatever it may meet in the way of nationality.

Strain of Irish Blood Almost Universal. 

There are 15,315,300 native born Americans of for- 
eign parentage, and if it were possible to estimate the 
exact amount of Irish blood comprised in this particular 
generation and also in those of “Irish descent,” it easily 
might be shown that [Ireland more than any other 
country has amalgamated with America. The early im- 
migrants from Ireland have left their footprints every- 
where, and the blood of this virile race is intermingled 
with that of all American types. 

At one time in the tide of immigration there was no 
question as to the supremacy of numbers from this 
nation. Famines and oppressions drove them ¢o this 
land of the free in great numbers, but now the [Irish 
immigrant comparatively is scarce, although he may be 
said to make up in quality what he lacks in quantity. 
This is in the average of those that come, measured 
by educational tests and the better positions which he 
takes industrially, although it has been said that he 
“does better” because of the fact of the great number 
of this successful countrymen here who as soon as he 
lands always are willing and able to give him a good 
start. 

: * * 
Periods of Greatest Irish [mmigration. 

The gradual changes in the figures in Irish immigra- 
tion tables are interesting because of the influences 
which have affected them and showing as they do how 
far back and permanent has become the greatest part 
of the intermixture of {Irish with American blood. The 
greatest comparative period of Irish immigration re- 
corded was in the decade from 1821 to 1830, when itthey 
outnumbered those of all other nations combined. Dur- 
ing the time from 1821 to 1850 Ireland contribyted more 
than two-fifths of all the foreign population, and during 
the ‘40s it was:made noticeably greater because the po- 
tato crops failed generally in Ireland for eight or nine 
successive seasons.

The extent to which this nation came over here be- 
fore 1820 cannot be guessed, as immigration records 
were not kept. There is a mistaken impression that they 
did not begin to come in great numbers until after this 
date, and that they did not take much part in the settle- 
ment of the country. Large numbers came during the 
seventeenth and eighteenth century, however, and a 
company of 550° Irish men and women came to New 
England three .years after the Pilgrims came to Ply- 
mouth Rock. These people were shipped by British mer- 
chants and an Irish ‘writer says that 6,400 of them were 
sent over in four years, 

* * 
Early Irish Settlements in America. 

A settlement was founded at Logan, Pa., in 1719. 
This state was more prominent than any other in the 
number of its Irish settlers and early in the eighteenth 
century they outnumbered all the others ten to one, 
and they also poured into all the other colonies from 
Massachusetts to Georgia. 

Among the statisticians who 
immigrant one has put down his average value, even 
including the lowest type of immigrant, at $1,000 per 
capita—this being estimated as the equivalent in money 
of his industry and personality to the country. Start- 
in gon this basis of his efforts and personality, and 
judged by their results in influence and in prominence, 
the national debt to the Irish American would roll up 
into interest compounding millions. 

The brilliant positions attained by this race included 
soldiers, prelates, presidents, orators—in fact, they have 
been. conquerors in every field and their compelling in- 
flUVence has extended to politics, literature, the stage, 
commerce, finance, industry.

Many Presidents of Irish Descent. 


In the presidency the Irishman has beaten the record 
of any other nationality. Andrew Jackson was the son 
of a north Ireland farmer, who came over in 1755. 
Kindly faced James Buchanan also was the son of an 
Trish immigrant. The grandparents of James K. Polk 
were born in Ireland. Irish descent is claimed also for 
‘Taylor, Johnson, Arthur, and Cleveland. 

From the beginning they have been prominent 
among statesmen. Nine of the signers of the Declara- 
tion of Independence were of Irish birth. John Hancock 
was of Irish descent, his ancestors having come from 
Down county; Ireland. Mad Anthony Wayne and Capt. 
Daniel Patrick, the Indian fighter, were both born in 
“Ireland. Daniel Boone and David Crockett, who took 
“the first people across the Alleghenies, were Irish, and 
the band that went with them were of the same blood. 
Priscilla’s “ John ”’*and Miles Stanlish himself were both 
Irish, and Gen. Sam Houston never failed to make it 
aggressively known that he was a son of Erin. 

The belligerency of thé Irish has stood this country 
in good stead. When Edmund Burke sat on a war com- 
mittee in the house of commons he was examining a 
Maj. Gen. Robertson. Robertson had served in the 
British army in America for twenty-four years. “How is 
the American army composed?’ asked Burke. “Are 
they mostly American or immigrants from various na- 
tions of Europe?” 

-To this Robertson answered: “Gen. Lee informed 
me that half the rebel continental army were from 
Ireland.” 

+ * 
Braye Soldiers in Time of War. 

Among the frish officers in the revolution was John 
Barry, the first commodore of the American navy; Gen. 
Richard Montgomery, who fell at Quebec: Gen. John 
Sullivan, Gen. George Clinton of New York, Gen. Henry 
Knox of Massachusetts, and Gen. John Stark, the hero 
of Bennington. These names are all prominent in the 
Friendiy Sons of St. Patrick. In the war of 1812 Com- 
modore Oliver H. Perry, who “met the enemy” on Lake 
Erie, came of Irish stock, and of the same family was 
Commodore Matthew C, Perry. Zachary Taylor, the 
hero of the Mexican war, was of Scotch Irish descent, 
and in the civil war large numbers of Irish enlisted on 
both sides. Many of the northern regiments were so 
overwhelmingly Irish that they were permitted by the 
states to carry the Irish flag beside the stars and 
stripes. Gen. Philip Henry Sheridan, perhaps the most 
brilliant leader of troops that the war produced, was a 
pure blooded Irishman. Gen. George Gordon Meade also 
» was of Irish descent, and the most picturesque force

Hugh O'Brien, mayor of Boston for four terms, was 
born in County Fermanagh, and was a reformer and 
philanthropist. The Irish have been prominent in this 
office, as besides those already mentioned one can think 
of the present’ mayor of Chicago, Mayor Fagan of 
Jersey City and Patrick J. Boyle, who has served. eleven 
terms as mayor of Newport, R. I. 

Among politiclans who also were

son. was Emmet O'Neal, the reformer, and also governor 
of Alabama. Gen. James Shields was one of the 
most picturesque figures in American politics.

Lives in Cities and on the Seaboard. 

In connection with his strength in politics fs the 
predilection which the Irishman bas for the cities, es- 
pecially those of the seaboard. In eastern cities the 
Irish population is more than twice as large in propor- 
tion as that of the other foreign born people. The Irish 
represent at least one-third of all the foreign born in 
Boston, Cambridge, Jersey City, New Haven, Phila- 
delphia, and Providence.

Another tribute to the sociability of the race by 
Hienry Childs Merwin is pointed out in the occupations 
that he chooses. According: to this authority, the first 
choice of the Irish immigrant ts anything that has to 
do with horses, Blacksmiths, stablekeepers, cabbies, he 
says, largely are:Irish, and this fact seems to prove 
true even when the Irishman becomes a millionaire, for 
some of the best racing stables are owned by the Irish. 
It is his Celtic sociability also, this writer thinks, which 
makes him so often become a saloonkeeper—it is ‘to be 
noticed that it is the retail business that he takes more 
kindly to—and this gives rare opportunities for his 
social qualities. ° 

He is prominent in baseball. Fifty per cent of the 
names of the players in the National league will be 
recognized easily as Celtic, a fact which is put down to 
the same reason. His fondness for seryice in the fire 
department is also attributed to his love of excitement 
and danger. 

It is claimed truly for the Irishman that he has done 
much to develop the material resources of the country 
and his race certainly has been prominent as miners, and 
many Irishmen have risen in this way to be captains

Great Names in Financial World. 

Thomas R. Walsh came to this country and began 
life as a miner, As he says, the scale was turned by 
his being apprenticed by his father to a stone cutter. 
This was a lower position in the social scale to- that 
of a farmer, and it resultéd in his discontent, also in 
his interest in stones and rocks. Walsh always h 
been noted for his characteristically Irish traits, ae 
of them being his warmbeartedness and immense gen- 
erosity. James C. Wood, William 8. O’Brién, and James 
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G.' Fair. with their leader, John W. Mackay, were among 
the early miners and they took $150,000,000 worth of 
silver out of the famous Comstock lode in Nevada. 
Mackay was one of the financial backers of the laying 
of| the Atlantic cable. James R. Keene, the great Wall 
street operator, who speculated in mining stocks and ac- 
cumulated $6,000,000 during the bonanza period of the 
seventies, is partly Irish, though born in London. 

Among other great financiers are the Cudahy 
brothers, Patrick, John, James, and Michael, whose 
plants have heiped make famous the cities of Omaha, 
Milwaukee, an@ Chicago. George Russel of Nevada and 
Timothy Kinney of Wyoming are cattle kings and own- 
ers of tremendous ranches.

Bankers, Merchants, and Philanthropists. 

Thomas Mellen is a noted Pittsburg banker, John 
and WNliiam O’Brien were among the earliest New York 
financiers. Joseph J. O'Donohue was 
‘offee king,” and was one of the most 
popular, and kind hearted men in New 
York. He was a founder of the New York coffee ex- 
cHange and was a-:member of the board of trade 
chamber of commerce. He wWas offered a position under 
Grover Cleveland, but the offer was declined. 

Hugh O'Neill, who died recently, was the head of a 
great dry goods house, which had been in the family 
ever since they came from Belfast. ‘A’. T. Stewart. the 
famous merchant, Was born in Belfast. He accumu- 
lated about $40,000,000. Grant nominated him for secre- 
tary of the treasury in 1869, but he was not confirmed 
Another Irish financier, a friend of Stewart and one 
who added imymeasurably to the wealth of New York, 
was| Thomas Suffern. His nephew, Thomas Suffern. in- 
herited his property and became the owner of large 
tracts of land in Chicago, including that which now is 
Humboldt park. Thomas Dolan of gas fame is one of 
the prominent Pittsburg financiers. 

James J. Hill, Thomas F. Ryan, John R. McCall, 
and |Alexander E. Orr, president of the New York Life, 
are all famous financiers, Thomas F. Ryan particularly 
being scheduled, so it is thought by many, some dav to 
succeed the great Morgan.

\ , y. Once a year a thrill of mutual remem- 
brance and sympathy runs through the 
scattered children of the Irish race, upon which the 
sun never sets, If St. Patrick never did anything be- 
yond being responsible for the genial, hearty, memoried 
festival that bears his name, the [Irish nevertheless 
would owe him a deep debt of gratitude. Gaul, Roman. 
Briton, Scot, Spaniard, or whatever he may have been-— 
and time only complicates the controversy as to his 
nationality—the Gaelic veneration for his name and 
eharacter has continued through long ages to be loyal 
and steadfast. Even outsiders, who never trod the 
shamrock sod, take a special. and kindly interest in St. 
Patrick's day. Large numbers of them join cordially 
in the wearing of the green. 

Somewhat like the Norsemen, though by no means 
so savage and. barbarous, were some of the ancient 
Irish kings. Their war galleys sailed in many a sea 
and their raiders ravaged many a coast. King Niall 
of the Nine Hostages, whose people brought young 
St. Patrick a slave to Ireland from France, was as 
much at home in the lattér country as in his native 
Ulster. He was slain, by the way, on the banks of 
the Loire by an arrow shot by a wandering, disgrun- 
tiled Irishman. King Dathi, the werlike pagan who 
succeeded, was killed by lightning in the Alps when 
leading this hostS apparently on Rome,

Missionaries Fervent in Religion. 

The introduction of Christianity to the green isle 
sent an entirely new and far more acceptable class 
of Irish invaders to the continent of Europe. These 
were Christian missionaries, intellectually equipped 
in the celebrated monastic schools that had ,sptung 
up in various parts of Ireland—daring, devout, in- 
trepid apostles who set out, fearing no hardships or 
dangers, to carry the gospel of Christ to the pagan 
nations. They were a race of religious and intellec- 
tual giants, those old Irish monks, dressed in woolen 
habits the natural color of the fleece, girdles round 
their waists, staves in their hands, book satchels on 
their backs. the front part of their heads shaven 
from a line drawn across the top from ear to ear, 
and their eyelids, for some reason—perhaps some 
idea of strengthening the eyesight—painted black. 
They were great linguist® rapidly acquiring the lan- 
guage of the people they came amongst; probably in 
many cases they partly had learned that language at 
home, for to the great schools of Ireland came Brit- 
ons, Franks, Teutons, and students of many other na- 
tionalities, and there books; food, and lodging were 
furnished free of charge—in that distant age, which 
knew not a Carnegie nor a Rockefeller.

Spread Christianity Throughout Europe. 

After the lapse of twelve or thirteen centuries the 
names of many of. those Irish missionaries still are 
preserved on the continent of Europe, stately cathe- 
drals being named in their honor. Among the most 
illwstrious were St. Columbanus, who founded a fa- 
mous monastery at Bobbio, in Italy; St. Frigidian of 
Lucca; St. Cataldus of Tarentum; 5Bt. Donatus of 
Fiesole, in Tuscany: St. Gall, patron of Switzerland; 
and St. Fridolin of Sechingen: St. Fursey of Lagny; 
St. Fiacre of Breuill and St. Ailill of Angouléme, in 
France; St. Killian of Wurzburg, the martyr apostle 
of Franconia: aud St. Fergal of Salzburg. 

The last Pn Fergal, latinized Virgilius, 
also was called Solivagus. or the lone wanderer, was 
remarkable men and progressive 
scholars of his time.

Leaders of Spain in New World, 


Few names bear a more prominent place in Span- 
ish history than those of Alexander Count O'Reilly 
and his pupil in the art of war, Capt. Gen. Joachim 
Blake. O’Reilly strengthened the fortifications of Ha- 
vana, quelled an outbreak against Spanish rule in 
New Orleans, saved the life of the Spanish king in a 
disturbamce at Madrid in 1765, but failed in a memor- 
able expedition against Madrid. In 1775 he was made 
commander general of Andalusia and governor of 
Cadiz and died in 1794, when starting to lead the 
army against the invading French. Joachim Blake, 
son of an eminent Galway merchant who settled near 
Mala a, served valiantly against the French. Marshal 
Bessieres wrote offering Blake high honors if he 
would enter the French service, ike Col, O'Meara of 
the Irish’ brigade, Clarke, the duke of Feltre,. Gen. 
Jennings Kilmaine, Marshal McCarthy, and other 
Irishmen, but Blake declined with disdain. 
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Famous Blake of Emerald Isle. 


He captured Bilboa, led against the enemy as 
hungry, shoeless, and tattered an army as famished 
at Valley Forge, was defeated with slaughter by 
Marshal Victor at Espinosa, won a brilliant victory 
over Suchet at Alcanitz, but after fierce and ubiqui- 
tous fighting he had to surrender to the Jatter in 
1811 at Valencia, with 18,000 men as prisoners of war, 
for which success Suchet was made duke of Albufera., 
Blake was held a close priconer in the chateau of 
Vincennes, near Paris, until the triumph-of the allies 
set him free in 1814. On returning to Spain he -got 
the important post: of director general of the corps 
of engineers. In 1828, when new war was threatened 
between France and Spain, he was one of the comit- 
tee of five generals to concert measures for the de- 
fense of ghe kingdom. In the French army that en- 
tered Spain that year under the marquis of Lauriston, 
an officer of Scottish parentage, were Lieu. Gens. 
Cou urke and Viscount O'Donoghue, both of Irish 
descent.’ Gen. Blake died at Valladolid: in 827, re- 
gretted by all the Spanish army ‘and eulogized by 
the people in their songs and stories of the “ War of 
Independence.”

Oppression Caused Exodus to France. 

But chiefly into France did the Irish; “food for 
powder” come pouring. It was not a pleasant pros- 
pect to leave the fair green hills and valleys of Ire- 
land in order to go abroad to make a living as a 
fighter of people with whom one had no quarrel, but 
arms was considered a gentlemanly calling, and in 
Ireland, since the English government perfidiously 
had broken the treaty of Limerick, there was no de- 
cent living for a Catholic.

Fought Battles of France for Many Years. 


At the time of Fontenoy the brigade consisted of 
seven regiments—of which probably four took part 
in the famous battle—called after their respective 
commanders—namely: those of Dillon, Clare. Lally, 
Berwick, Roth, and Buckley, with Fitzjames’ regiment 
of horse. 

For about fifty years after Fontenoy these troops 
continued ‘to fight the battles of France. Then the revo- 
lutionary national assembly demanded the expulsion 
from France of all “foreign regiments,” including the 
Irish, Scots, and Swiss—an ungrateful return for long 
and faithful service and sacrifice of life. Count Daniel 
O'Connell (uncle of the celebrated Daniel, the “Irish 
eman¢ipaptor”), who was a royalist, formed a plan with 
the English statesman, William Pitt, to form the rem- 
nants of the Irish brigade of France into one in the 
service of England, to help to restore the Bourbons. 
The English-Irish brigade accordingly was embodied, 
but instead of sending it back to the continent the 
English government sent it to America, where its mem- 
bers nearly all were swept away by the rigors of cold 
in the north and the pestilence of the Weat Indies. Such 
was the mournful finish, in the service of their country's 
oppressors, by the plot of a royalist, of the relics of the 
Irish brigade. 

Descendants of old and later Irish warriors still are 
numerous in France.

Now, after centuries of conflict, civil strife, famines, 
and evictions, the rainbow of promise glitters in the 
Irish sky. At last an English parliament is in mind 
to give the Irish people a part at least of what they 
have been fighting for. When parliament opened last 
month King Edward, in his speech from the throne, 
announced that the government would bring in a bill 
granting a measure of self-government for the Irish 
people. ‘That was not exactly the promise in the king's 
words, but that’ is what his words are taken to mean. 

The present British goverirment is in the hands of 
the liberals, the party of John Bright and Gladstone. 
-The hberal party not always has been champion of the 
Irish people, but it has been more friendly to the Irish, 
and thas held Irish aspirations more in sympathy than 
any other party in England. The premier is Sir Henry 
Campbell-Bannerman and he has pledged a drastic 
change in the methods of governing Ireland. Back of 
him is an overwhelming majority of the house of 
commons.

Irish Demand Absolute Independence. 


Just what form the liberal promises for better gov- 
ernment in Ireland will take cannot be told here be- 
cause the liberal program with reference to Ireland 
has not been announced. Neither is i possible that the 
government will give the Irish all that they demand. 
The limit of Irish demands is absolute independence 
from England, but even the most enthusiastic Irish 
partisan knows this is an ambition which cannot be 
réalized. 

Irish leaders in parliament, however, do expect a 
radical change in the present system o "Trish govern- 
ment. They demand a parliament at Dublin which shall 
have power to lévy Irish taxes and to supervise the ex- 
'penditures of the money devoted to the government of 
the island. They want this parliament to have power to 
pass all laws for local government, to regulate ex- 
clusively Irish affairs. 

In short, they want an Irish government by Irish- 
men for Irishmen. 

That the present government will go far toward 
granting these demands is certain. Of course, there is 
the house of lords, rock rooted in English conservatism, 
to be reckoned with. It will frustrate any attempt to 
give Ireland home rule if it can, or if it dare. But 
the government, as the king announced, is prepared to 
go to the length of depriving the ‘house of lords of 
its veto power, if necessary, for the liberal house of 
commons to carry out its program.

Days of Absentee Landlord Passing. 


The home rule legislation now. contemplated by the 
government is the natural step for it to take follow- 
ing the passage of the land purchase act of 1903. 
The hand purchase act did not solve the Irish land 
problem, but it was a long step forward. It needs amend- 
ment, but the amendments doubtless will be made. In 
the end the purchase act will give Irish lands back to 
the Irish people, and eventually the days of the absent 
landlord will pass. 

Looking back through the eight centuries and more 
which have passed in weary, heart breaking procession 
since the. liberties of the Irish people were wrested 
from them, it is significant to note how every reform 
‘in Ireland thas been granted by a reluctant English 
people. Every right which Pngland has restored to 
Ireland has been restored only after a struggle in- 
volving an immense cost of lives and money. In eight 
centuries England has spent enough money in killing 
Irishmen to give every Irishman of the present day a 
fortune. 

In fact, up to the dawn of the present century, in- 
credible as it may seem, it was the English policy not 
only to keep the Irish people under subjection but to 
destroy the Irish people, root and branch. For cen- 
turies it was England’s.policy to drive the Irish out 
of Ireland. It was a mistaken policy, of course, but 
England did not recognize it until about a century ago. 


* * 
Tyrannies of England Almost Unbelievable. 


Strange as it may seem in these days of progress 
and. enlightenment, there was a time when the Irish 
people were not permitted to speak their own language, 
to wear their national costume, to own land, or to 
worship God according to their own conscience. They 
were not permitted, even, to sing their own songs, to 
wear their national flower, the shamrock. They were 
not permitted to engage in manufacturing. They were 
not permitted to fight—and what is more dear to an 
Irish heart than the life of a soldier? 

These things seem impossible to an American 
reader, but they are true. Why, it was not until less 
than ten years ago that the Irish soldiers were per- 
mitted to wear a shamrock leaf on St. Patrick’s day. 

Step by step the.Irish+people have wrested from 
the English the liberties which the English took away 
from them centuries ago. The first really great vic- 
tory was won’by: O’Connell,- who led the fight against 
the tithes. There-was a time when Catholic worship 


was not permitted in Ireland. Then the Catholics were - 


permitted to have. their priests, but were compelled to 
pay tithes for the support of the Protestant church of 
England. There were strange sights seen in Ireland 
in those days. The Protestant churches on a Sunday 

' morning would be attended by four or five persons: 
sometimes only the clerk would be there to listen to 
the sermon of the rector. A.few rods away 2,000 Irish 
Catholics would be worshiping on a hillside, in the 
open air. In those days there were 8,000,000 persons in 
Ireland and more than 7,800,000 of them:were Catholics. 
Yet these millions of Catholics had to pay-tithes for 
the support of the church at which so small a handful 
of Protestants worshiped. 


Bo B: 
Grand Civil Victories. of O’ Connell. 


O’Connell won the fight for the abolition of the 
tithes, but it was not until 1868 that ‘Gladstone, at the 
head of the liberal party in the house of commons, 
finally wiped out the Protestant church of Ireland. 

It was not until 1823 that the Irish civil and politi- 
cal rights were restored to them under the ieadership 
of O’Connell. They won the right to join the army and 
many of England's celebrated battles have been victories 
won by*‘Irish troops, the best fighters in the world. 
Then Catholic schools and universities were permitted. 
And finally Ireland was given a parliament, a short 
lived one, ana not a representative Irish gathering, it 

is. true, but a parliament. The members mostly were 
English Protestants, however, and im 1801 the Irish 
parliament, so-called, consented to its own extinction in 
the act of union with England. 
« <¥t was an unfortunate freak of nature that raised 
the islands of England and Ireland out of the depths of 
- the sea so close together. Had the Emerald isle emerged 
from chaos 2,000 miles away from the English island 
_. Many pages of the world’s history would read differ- 
. ently than they do now, millions of lives would not have 
! been extinguished unhappily, and much of woe and suf- 
. - fering which have saddened the world would have been

political ties, lacknowledging the same king, governed 
by the same laws, speaking the same language, wor- 
shiping the same God, fighting under the same ban- 
ner, the English and the Irish are farther apart than 
any two peoples on the globe. 

The great events in the history of Great Britain 
which in the eyes of Englishmen are associated with 
the freedom and greatness of their country are, to the 
Irish, associated with the subjection and degradation 
of theirs. 

In that long series of wars which began toward the 
end of the seventeenth century and continued almost 
to the end of the nineteenth, there is not one event 
which stirs the hearts of English and Irish together. 
In the roll of English victories, from Blenheim to 
Waterloo—battles in which the prowess of England tri- 
umphed over the might of the combined armies of Eu- 
rope——there is not one to which the Irish people look 
back to with pride. The glories of England are the bit- 
ter memories of Ireland. 

Now that England, after the lapse of all these cen- 
turies, is about to restore to the Irish people some of 
the liberties she wrested from them ic is worth while, 
on this.anniversary of the patron saint of the Emerald 
island, to take a glance backward through the centuries 
at the story of Ireland's grief and despair.

Glories of Early Irish History. 


It is a story of wrongs perpetrated and never fully 
redressed; a story of bitter memories képt awake for 
generations by negiect and insult; a story of nationai 
feelings outraged and national rights constantly denied. 

“What was the date of the conquest of Ireland?” 
asked the schoolmaster of his brightest pupil. 

“It began in 1170 and it is going on still,” was -the 
pupil’s apt reply. The child was right. The conquest 
of Ireland has “been going on still” for more than 800 
years. 

When William, duke of Normandy, landed his army 
on English soil, defeated Harold, last of the Saxon kings 
at the battle of Hastings, conqkered Saxon England, 
and divided its lands among its own followers, he left 
Ireland alone. At that time the Irish people were free. 
They had their own language, their own religion, - their 
own literature, and ‘their own history, going back 
through nineteen centuries. 

Nine -hundred years before Christ an Irish. king had 
summoned a parliament of chiefs, priests, and bards. 
The same king also founded schools of history, phil- 
osophy, art, and medicine. Ireland was able to resist 
the conquering legions of Rome. [Irish arms. overran 
England and invaded Gauj. The triumphs of Irish valor 
and the.beauty of Irish women.had been chronicled in 
songs and history for nearly 2,000. years before William 
the Norman found an easy conquest of the Saxons of 
England. No wonder that the Norman duke let Ireland 
alone. 

* * 


Liberty First Lost in Twelfth’ Century. 

A century passed and the -Norman.kings of England 
longed for Irish conquest, but did.not dare. Then hap- 
pened one of those strange freaks of fate. Only. once 
in nearly 2,000 years has an Englishman sat upon, the 
papal throne. That Englishman was. Brakespeare, who 
assumed the pontifical tiara under the name.of Adrian 
IV. Brakespeare in. the exercise’ of the temporal sov- 
ereignty then claimed by the pope of the’ Roman Cath- 
olic church over all the lands and seas of the globe gave 
Ireland to King Henry II. of England: From that day 
Ireland’s woes began. That was in 1155. By 1177 
Strongbow had completed the conquest of Ireland. 

Then followed centuries of civil strife. The Irish 
would not yield. They were massacred, driven from 
home, exiled. Their lands were taken from them, their 
homes burned, even the bogs and mountains of their 
own land could not afford them refuge. Still they fought 
on. 

A strange thing happened in these earHer centuries 
of war between Irish and Normans. For 300 years the 
Norman armies and nobles occupied Ireland. The Irish 
were persecuted, insulted, ground into the soil. And 
yet the Normans adopted the Irish language, sang Irish 
songs, gloried in Irish history. The English had sub- 
mitted to the Normans and the language of France for 
centuries had been the language of England. In Ireland 
the conquerors themselves adopted the language:.of the 
vanqguishéd.

Death to Sing an Irish Song. 


Still the Irish people struggled on. The English laws 
compelled the Irish to speak the English tongue and to 
wear English clothes. [It was death to sing an Irish 
song. An Englishman had the right to kill an a 
found wearing an Irish dress. 

It was not until 1641 that Oliver Cromwell and his 
armies completed the subjugation of Ireland and took 
from the Irish people the last vestige of their liberties. 
Cromwell took stronghold after stronghold and com- 
mitted the Irish people to slaughter. Men, women and 
children alike were killed-in an effort to root: out the 
hated race. Four-fifths of the land was confiscated and 
given to Englishmen. 

In time Cromwell and his armies were powerless in 
England, and King James II. came to the throne. He 


‘reveal little less than relentless 
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was a Catholic, and when driven from England by the 
English Protestants, who called William of Orange to 
their throne, he took refuge in Ireland: The Catholics— 
that is, the Irish—rallied to his banner and one last 
battle was fought—the battle of the Boyne—and Ire- 
land’s star sank into oblivion. 

William of Orange was a gracious conqueror and 
signed a treaty which, had it béen lived up to by the 
English as faithfully as it was by the Irish, might have 
resulted in a union of the two peoples. The treaty of 


Limerick gave the Irish complete religious freedom. It 
restored to them their lands. It gave them a large meas- 


ure of self government. It was what the Irish people 
had longed for -for five centuries. 


* * 
Hundred Y ears of Relentless Persecution. 


But the English parliament refused to permit Wil- 
liam of Orange to carry out the provisions of the treaty 
of Limerick. The next’ hundred years of Irish history 
persecution. The 
stru: gle between England and the American colonies 
brought Ireland some relief and Wolf Tone began his 
insurrection, which, however, was crushed after five 
months of fighting. Again in 1798 the Irish revolted 
and the civil war which followed cost 20,000 English 
and 50,000 Irish lives. Many of the Irish leaders were 
imprisoned or executed.;’ Lord Bdaward Fitzgerald died 
of his wounds in prison, and Wolf Tone committed 
suicide. |

which were mostly English Protestants. The Irish par- 
liament was abolished, and Ireland was merged into the 
kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland. 

Robert Emmet led the Irish people in a rebellion 
against the treaty of union and died on the scaffold, 
a martyr to the cause of Irish liberty. His rebellion 
only increased the miseries of Ireland, for it increased 
the severity of English persecution.

Religious Liberty in Nineteenth Century. 


The next great figure in Irish history was .Daniel 
O’Connell, who led the fight for Catholic emancipation 
in the period from 1823 to the day of his death in 1847. 
Por hundreds of years the Irish Catholics had been 
deprived. of civil and religious liberty. They had been 
barred from all departments of the government. Barly 
in the century various associations were formed for the 
purpose of foreing the English government to remove 
the civil disabilities of the Irish Catholics. The chief 
of these was the Catholic association, whose ramifica- 
tions extended throughout the entire country. Then, as 
now, the liberal party in England supported the de- 
mands of the Irish. The leader of the Irish party in 
this fight was: Daniel O’Connell, who had led the fight 
against the union between England and Ireland in 1800. 

In the end the party led by O'Connell, aided by the 
English liberals, triumphed and in 1829 the bill for the 
removal of the civil disabilities of the Irish Catholics 
received royal assent. 

Then O'Connell, elected to parliament from County 
Clare, began a struggle for the repeal of the legislative 
union. He did not succeed, but he forced concessions 
from parliament. Among them was the repeal of the 
odious tithe law. More than 7,000,000 Irishmen were 
compelled to pay. tithes in support of the Protestant 
church. It is estimated that these tithes, from first to 
last, cost England and Ireland more than a million lives, 
At length, in 1832, O’Connell had the satisfaction of 
seeing the tithes abolished and a fixed rent charge sub- 
stituted. 

Thus the struggle went on, the Irish continually 
pressing for their rights and the English granting them, 
grudgingly, reluctantly, but never until after a fight.

Great Famine Followed by Revolution. 


The year 1846, still remembered by many Irishmen, 
was the year of the great famine, when the potato crop 
failed. Thousands of men, women, and children actually 
perished of starvation. It seems incrédible in these days 
of broad humanity that people should starve.to death. 
But in those days it must. be remembered.thére were not 
the facilities for relief that exist _ nowadays. England 
did her best to cope with the famine. Parliament
